...this putting on of women’s array 
(especially to act a lascivious, 
whorish, lovesick play upon the 
stage) must needs be sinful, yea 
abominable: because it not only ex- 
cites many adulterous, filthy lusts, 
both in the actors and in the spec- 
tators...but likewise instigates 
them to self-pollution... .

The Puritans no doubt believed that 
“self-pollution” would give you pimples 
and hairy palms. Certainly, they made 
no bones about their fanatical loathing 
for the pagan arts — especially for the 
Elizabethan stage convention of boy ac- 
tors deceptively got up in women’s 
weeds. The rigid Mr. Prynne would 
probably flip his Cromwell, then, if he 
could see the grosses for the National 
Theatre of Great Britain’s all-male ‘As 
You Like It.” The production, directed 
by Clifford Williams of ‘‘Sleuth’’ 
renown, is currently mincing its merry 


way across the U.S. en route to 
Broadway, after enjoying a three-year 
stint in the National Theatre’s at-home 
repertory. The androgynous Ardenites 
open here November 18 and will woo one 
another at the Shubert for two weeks. 

The National Theatre’s ‘“‘As You Like 
It” is not a drag show. Rather, the all- 
male cast marks a return to the theatre 
for which Shakespeare created his 
marvelous women, to be played by 
fetching young boys. Deprived of the 
real thing, Shakespeare never went in 
for the kind of graphic vogue — when 
you have a boy playing a woman disguis- 
ed as a page or a shepherd, it’s more dis- 
creet to avoid overt pawing. Jan Kott, 
for one, argues that the convention 
enriched Shakespeare’s comedies, len- 
ding to the sexual sparring a purely sen- 
sual aspect that transcends primitive 
sex. 

Though the text is to be played 
“straight” by the National Theatre of 
Great Britain without a lot of innuendo 
and gimmickry, the setting of the play is 
more “neo-mod” than your standard 
Forest of Arden. Press agent Stanley 
Kaminsky describes the visual concept 
as “early Star Trek” and the female 
characters as “slightly androgynous.” 
They wear no padding, hide behind no 
falsetto giggles — but they do slink 
around in lounging pajamas, junk 
jewelry and wigs. Shakespeare will be 
backed up by a melodic soft-rock score 


— no lutes. 
—Carolyn Clay

Beyond Bonwit’s 


In the movie The Last Detail, Jack 
Nicholson and his two Navy cohorts 
take the train into Boston, looking for a 
whorehouse. They get off at the elevated 
Dover Street MBTA station, walk down 
East Berkeley Street past the bright red 
storefront of Harry the Greek, and flag 
down a cab. 

One can imagine the producers of the 
film searching throughout the city for a 
dismal, seedy location and settling on 
this one. As Harry Kamenides, 
proprietor of the new and used clothing 
establishment, concedes, ‘‘Bonwit 
Teller’s doesn’t worry about me putting 
them out of business.” 

True, but at Bonwit Teller’s you could 
not buy an entire winter outfit for $4.50 
and at Harry the Greek’s you 
theoretically can — a $1 hat, $1 coat, $1 
pair of shoes, $1 work pants, and a 50- 
cent workshirt — pre-monogramed with 
such names as “Joe,” “Shell,” and 
“European Motors.” 

If you have to step over or around an 
occasional wino to get to Harry’s front 
door, well, that’s exactly the point. He 
caters to the disadvantaged, the working 
man who just happens not to be work- 


ing. 

= the Greek’s is actually three 
stores. The first, and classiest, offers 
mostly new clothing from jeans, socks 
and double-knits to fur coats and steel- 
toe shoes. The second store, just to the 
left of it, is what Harry calls his “‘om- 
nibus” store — all used clothing in- 
cluding army fatigue jackets for a dollar 
and heavy “wino” coats with no price 
tags, which go, presumably, for 
whatever price the customer can afford. 
But the third store (which is closed on 
Mondays), located to the left of that, is 
where all the unsold stuff ends up, and 
there everything goes for $1. It’s not fan- 
cy, but boy is it cheap. 

A lot of the appeal is Harry himself, 
with his baggy pants, gravelly voice and 
omni-present beer can. “I had a college 
kid in here wearing an army coat that he 
bought for 30 bucks at some fancy 
boutique. He saw the same coat in here 
for ten. It’s not his fault. Some people 
don’t know where to go for bargains un- 
less you tell them.” So we’re telling 
them. 

No, it’s not Bonwit Teller — and 
that’s another big part of Harry’s 
appeal. At Bonwit Teller, you’d never 
see hand-scrawled signs like “‘We collect 
money like bears eat honey’’ or 
“Positively no changing socks in this 
store.”” 

Harry the Greek’s, at 75 East Berkeley 
St. (take the Orange Line to Dover) near 
the corner of Shawmut Ave. in the 
South End, is open from 6 a.m. to 6 p.m. 
Monday Through Saturday. Harry’s 
number is 338-7511.

Video Sounds 


‘“‘We’re not using the screen as 
background,’’ says Mark Allen, a 
member of Cambridge Media Associates 
— The Live Television Workshop — 
“but as another instrument that people 
can respond to.” For the past year-and- 
a-half Media Associates have been ex- 
perimenting with live video, using syn- 
thesizers, audio mixing-boards and four 
or five cameras at once to create elec-. 
tronically generated images. ‘“‘We’re do- 
ing video in performance,” explains 
Mark, ‘‘and the possibilities are 
limitless — video is not designed to be 
solely a visual experience.” 

Along with a group of ten performers, 
the Media Associates have devised The 
See-Through Magic Circle — An 
Evening of Live Video Dance and Music 
that will be presented at the Sala de 
Puerto Rico in M.I.T.’s Student Center 
on November 22 and 23 at 8 p.m. By 
means of studio and hand-held cameras 
and synthesizers, the video crew will 
project color images of the performers 
onto a screen — creating a visual 
response to the sound of conga drums 
and Indian ragas and to the movements 
of dancers from the Institute of Contem- 
porary Dance. There will also be a space 
cartoon segment in which images will be 
projected on a live performer, a tape- 
delay mime piece and a silent film of 
Robbe-Grillet’s “The Dressmaker and 
the Dummy” involving mirrors and in- 


tricate camerawork. 

The audience will be invited to par- 
ticipate in the show — to dance, sing 
and play instruments while their images 
are projected on the screen. “We'd like 
people to experience video,” says Mark, 
“to realize its incredible range.” In order 


to provide enough space for the audience 
to move around in, there will be no 
chairs in the Sala de Puerto Rico — so 
bring your own pillows. Tickets for The 
See-Through Magic Circle are $2 and 
$1.50 (for students), and you can pick 
them up at the door. 


All's Welles 


It started three years ago as a 
neighborhood food hall where family- 
style dinners were served at long wooden 
tables and $1 buffets on Sundays drew 
block-long crowds. And now the Orson 
Welles Restaurant has evolved into a 
complex within a complex — with a 
downstairs dining room, an upstairs cafe 
and a soon-to-be-opened barroom for 
before dinner cocktails and ten o’clock 
beers. 

Last February it looked as though the 
Welles was running dry — there were 
rumors that the restaurant would have 
to close 7* but with a lot of help from the 
120 Welles workers, the acquisition of a 
liquor license, and the August arrival of 
a new manager, the financial crisis pass- 
ed and things have been getting better 
ever since. ‘““We didn’t want to change 
the atmosphere of this place,” says 
Robin Brumwell (an Englishman who 
traveled the Harvard Business School- 
consulting firm route before stepping in 
as Welles manager), “‘we just wanted to 
make it less chaotic. Now we’re 
reasonably well organized and can 
provide better services.” 

With business problems under con- 
trol, Welles staffers are working on new 


plans. David Kronberg, an upstairs cook 
with a Master’s Degree in history, wants 
to “ecologize” the restaurant by recycl- 
ing food and materials. “We can set an 
example and start a community 


program to involve all the restaurants in 
the area,” explains David. At the mo- 
ment he’s exploring the possibilities at 
the Welles and negotiating with the 
Franklin Park Zoo to arrange for the dis- 
tribution of surplus lettuce and bread 
crumbs to feed the animals. ““We’d like 
to recycle bottles, cans, paper goods and 
all our waste products to follow the total 
ecological system.” 

While David is ‘‘ecologizing,”’ 
architect Tom Oakley (who designed the 
downstairs restaurant) is busy with the 
final stages of the new bar that’s 
scheduled to open in about three weeks. 
“We're not really expanding,” says 
Tom, “we're just finishing what we 
started three years ago.’ A quasi- 
cocktail lounge, the room wull have a 
fireplace and accommodate musicians 
who need a place to jam. Future food 
plans include an expanded dinner menu 
with a wider selection of homemade 
appetizers and desserts and main 
courses like steak, lobster and 
bouillabaisse. 

“There are a remarkable number of 
talented people working here con- 
tributing new ideas,’’ says Robin. 
“We've got lawyers in the kitchen, ar- 
tists waiting on tables. They and the 
clientele have created an atmosphere so 
thick that you can cut it with a knife.”

e House Majority Leader 
‘Thomas P. “Tip” O’Neill, in 
meetings with liberal lobbyists, 
is saying that Wilbur Mills’s 
power is on the verge of being 
broken without the assistance of 
Fanne Foxe. Mills’s clout comes 
_from his control of the Ways and 
Means Committee, the 
clearinghouse for all legislation 
in the House. As a result of the 
recent elections, the balance has 
tipped away from Mills. The new 
membership of the Committee 
will consist of eight more liberal 


Democrats. Mills has used his . 


position to block all tax reform 
and maintain loopholes for the 
big banks and oil companies. 
With the alteration of his fief- 
dom, some tax reform measures 
can be expected from the next 
Congress. Another late-night dip 
in the Tidal Basin couldn’t have 
hurt Mills more. 

e The final session of the 
current Congress will be brief, 
probably lasting only 10 days. It 
will not deal with the question of 
US aid to Saigon, Cambodia, 
Chile and other “Free World” 
nations, according to 
Congressional sources. 
Legislators and lobbyists cam- 
paigning for restrictions or cut- 
offs of US money to foreign dic- 
tatorships will wait until the 
next session, when there will be a 
better chance of ending the fun- 
ding. 

Meanwhile, the French 
newspaper Le Monde reports 
that numerous CIA agents are 
infiltrating South Vietnam to 
direct the removal of President 
Thieu. They want to make sure 
the transition of power to 


another puppet goes smoothly. 


The CIA is presently picking 
Thieu’s successor. Edward 
Lansdale, the CIA operative who 
played a leading role is the 1954 
coup that brought Ngo Dinh 
Diem to the Presidential Palace, 
is reportedly in Saigon. Lansdale 
was Daniel Ellsberg’s boss and 
served as the model for the 
protagonist of Graham Greene’s 
The Quiet American. 

e Senator Edward Brooke has 
been mute on the issue of Nelson 
Rockefeller’s nomination as Vice 
President. As always, he is 
waiting to see which way the 
wind blows and whether 
Massachusetts voters are notic- 
ing what he is doing. His liberal 
image is essential to his success, 
but his behind-the-scenes activi- 
ty (for instance, on the Foreign 
Aid Bill) is often at variance 
with his public posture. 


GUNS BUITER 


e Former’ Senator’ Fred 
Harris, who appears in Boston on 
November 17, will definitely an- 
nounce his candidacy for the 
Democratic nomination for 
President, according to a reliable 
source. Harris is a populist with 
a strong, anti-big business 
appeal. His last run for the 
Presidency was prematurely 
halted by a lack of funds. This 
time he plans to declare well in 
advance and gather strength 
much as George McGovern did. 
Harris’s politics are broader than 
McGovern’s, however; he has a 
better understanding of labor 
issues, for example.

General George S. Brown, 
Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, is not alone in his opinion 
that Jews “‘own, you know, the 
banks in this country, the 
néewspapers,’’ and that 
Americans should ‘“‘set down the 
Jewish influence in this coun- 
try.”’ The American Nazi Party 
has, the same opinion and 
reminds us, in a fund-raising 
letter, that ‘“The effort to destroy 
National Socialism by force and 
violence has, of course, failed.” 

The Nazis’ “Fall Building 


“How many lumps do you take?” 


Campaign” slogan is “Finding a 
Way to Say ‘Heil Hitler!’ ” They 
are focusing on busing and the 
Nazis brief appearance in 
Boston. ‘“The situation in Boston 
is absolutely unbelievable,” 
writes Commander Matt Koehl. 
“The so-called free press has 
been reporting very little of the 
actual news from that city. 
When our men entered Boston, 
they were welcomed like con- 
quering heroes, with cheers and 
Hitler salutes. The local police 
all but fell all over themselves 
showing our troopers every im- 
aginable courtesy and considera- 
tion, and except for one so-and- 
so captain . . .they were pro-NS 
to a man! So much so, that the 
integrators now want to bring in 
federal marshals to supplement 
the outside riot force already oc- 
cupying White neighborhoods in 
Boston . . . .News of the Party’s 
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nvolvement in the Boston battle 
has given hope and encourage- 
meht to MILLIONS of White 
people across the country.” 
Despite the fantastic nature of 
this reportage, the Nazis cannot 
be utterly dismissed as isolated 
crazies. All 57 varieties of the ex- 
treme right wing have been try- 
ing to use the busing crisis in 
Boston to their own advantage. 
General Brown’s remarks in- 
dicate that there is a potentially 
powerful audience for their 


message. 
READING 

The current wave of lay-offs is 
indiscriminate; it disregards the 
social status of its victims. 
Previous ‘‘recessions’’ spared 
white-collar workers from most 
of the travails endured by the 
blue-collar. But Raytheon and 
other high-level technology com- 
panies are now sending 
employees home. Intellectual 
ability is no guarantee today of a 
job. A friend of mine at the Wall 
Street Journal writes that the 
paper is in the process of laying 
off workers of every description, 
from printers to editorial 
assistants; he was offered two 
weeks pay for every year he has 
worked at the generous Journal 
as compensation for the loss of 
his job. The new working class — 
the technologically skilled — is 
joining the plain old working 
class. There is no distinction in 
the unemployment line. 

The new issue of Science for 
the People, the bi-monthly 
publication of Scientists and 
Engineers for Social and 
Political Change, deals with the 
problem of professionalism in a 
declining economy. ‘Engineers 
and Unions,” by Larry Garner, 
traces the history of unions for 
the scientific proletariat and its 
special characteristics. Garner 
also writes about “Computer 
Workers as Professionals.”” The 
elite mystique is fading as hard 
times beset us. Articles on 
science in China, women 
hospital workers in Boston, and 
health care in Allende’s Chile are 
also in this unique magazine.

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The Artificial Poor: 
Diplomas, Dreams and Food Stamps

She is wearing, as promised, a 
brightly colored, noticeably ex- 
pensive hat and I recognize her 
by it. She blends casually into 
the Harvard Square brunch 
crowd, speaking with an air of 
finishing school as she savors 
ratatouille and spice tea. The 
discussion is of her financial 
situation: she is broke. “I have 
no salable skill,” she tells me. “I 
refuse to work in an office again. 
Everyone was scrambling, grasp- 
ing for middle-class values. 
Color TV, clothes. I don’t want 
to be assimilated into that.” She 
aspires to screenwriting — “I 
have high hopes for the cinema” 
— but immediate prospects are 
humbler. Money from home 
stopped when she left grad 
school at Brandeis; her only in- 
come now comes from her work 
as a waitress two nights a week. 
She confides that she is con- 
sidering going on welfare. “I 
would choose that over nine to 
five. Though I do have compunc- 
tions about it. I’m not disabled. 
Except, I suppose you could say, 
in a spiritual or psychological 
way.” 

It is not what we’re ac- 
customed to recognizing as 
poverty. But financially at least, 
the woman is poor. And though 
the particulars vary, the situa- 
tion is endemic, if not to the na- 
tion, certainly to Boston and 
Cambridge: people of education, 
comfortable upbringing, even 
privilege, it can be said, living on 
incomes that flirt with the pover- 
ty level. Not long ago, it was a 
phenomenon worthy of news 
magazine cover stories on 
Alienation. The headlines have 
faded, but the downwardly 
mobile remain a continuing part 
of this area’s character. They 
might be compared to a new 
wave of immigrants, floating 
quietly, somewhat uneasily, in 
and around the economic 
mainstream: the cabdriver with 
a Harvard diploma, the waitress 
raised in Scarsdale, the com- 
munity organizer bred in subur- 
bia, the carpenter’s apprentice 
with an abandoned English 
degree. They are as common as a 
Cambridgeport house with five 
names on the mailbox and 
perhaps as many locks on the 
door, as common as an afternoon 
crowd at the Cambridge office of 
the Division of Employment 
Security. In fact, some Boston 
planner, trying to keep up with 
the city’s demography, have 
coined a term for them: the ar- 
tificial poor. 

“The poverty is real in 
economic terms,” says John 
Weis, a Boston City Hall 
planner. “Psychologically, the 
impact is different than 
traditional poverty.” 

It is a peculiar kind of poverty, 
often tempered by resources to 
fall back on, phone numbers to 
call should it come to that. To a 
degree, it’s the old ’60s story of 
youthful disaffection, but with 
differences. The people grow 
older and, contrary to the feeling 
that they would and could trade 
in rebellion for a car and con- 
dominium, the condition is prov- 
ing rather permanent. I can 
remember a middle-aged 
woman, who picked me up as a 


carefree hitchhiker on the New 
Jersey Turnpike, saying, ‘You’ll 
change. Just wait. Wait until 
you have to work.” The predic- 
tion has not proven true for 
many to whom her remark might 
have been directed. The reasons 
are both choice and chance — 
it’s not as easy to sell out as it 
used to be, given the job market. 
Still, as the term implied, the ar- 
tificial poor have a degree of say 
about their state. Clearly, they 
do not feel the hunger or 


$4000 a year. The replies have 
been frank, detailed, difficult to 
lump together. They range from 
the ideological to the purely per- 
sonal, from the motivated 
counter-culturalist to the naive 
expecting fulfillment to arrive 
with the mail. But some feelings 
are held in common, feelings not 
so different, perhaps, from ones 
shared quietly by those working 
nine-to-five or seven-to-three. 

If the middle-class exile has 
decided anything, it is not to

elderly people in the Fenway area. 


desperation of some whose 
economic bracket they share. 
Many have means and birthright 
that assure some role in the 
work-force. Why, then, live on an 
income that might have 
qualified for the war on poverty? 

Over the past several months 
I’ve periodically solicited, via 
notices in this newspaper, 
answers to this question from 
those of both higher education 
and lower income — less than 


take — at least not for long — 
jobs perceived as regimented, 
routinized, boring, inflexible. If 
you are raised with certain 
freedoms, wages alone are not 
sufficient to make you surrender 
them. “I just cannot imagine go- 
ing to work for the insurance 
company or something,” wrote 
an unemployed B.U. English 
grad who hopes to become a 
printer’s apprentice. Better tem- 
porary “shitwork’” — waiting

table, day labor, cabdriving — 
wherein dreams about screen- 
plays can remain undamaged, if 
untested. “I’m proud to be part 
of the dropout middle-class — 
my ambition is to be poor and 
happy,” was the simplistic reply 
of a Harvard alum now working 
for the Boston and Maine 
Railroad. 

Not all are monastically pur- 
suing menial jobs, though. Some 
have managed that heralded 
trade-off of income for ideals, 


filling the ranks of food co-ops, 
free schools, crafts cooperatives. 
They are the fortunate ones. A 
Cambridge storefront known as 
Vocations for Social Change, 
publishers of a counter-cultural 
almanac called the People’s 
Yellow Pages, counsels more 
than a thousand people each 
year seeking such jobs. Richard 
Zorva, a counselor there, says, 
“For there to be teaching jobs at 
alternative schools for all the 


payment; and spends time helping 


people looking for them, the en- 
tire Boston school system would 
have to become a free school.” 
An unlikely prospect, to be sure. 
But others to whom Zorva’s 
organization ministers — much 
in the manner of a psychological 
Salvation Army — would not be 
above taking a traditional 
teaching job, were these not as 
scarce as mortgages. “‘A lot of 
people trained for middle-class, 
white-collar jobs are just not 
able to get them,” says Zorva. 


“You must often be tremendous- 
ly ambitious to find one. And 
many who don’t, feel like failures 
as a result.” 

Is the decision not to accept 
just any job the act of a spoiled 
rich kid, a self-indulgence in a 
time of inflation/recession? Not 
really. Some to whom I’ve talked 
don’t have anything approaching 
a skill they can trade on. Some 
wouldn’t know how to go about 
getting employment. “I was 
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brought up to believe that 
anything practical was, well, 
beneath me,” one woman told 
me. Richard Zorva gives others 
who prefer principles to employ- 
ment the benefit of their doubts. 
“The lack of good work is not 
their fault. Jobs require less in- 
itiative all the time, thanks to 
computerization, mergers, ex- 
panding institutions. You can’t 
just open a small store anymore 
— a chain will put you out of 
business. The people who come 
in here have been brought up to 
believe they can have some 
power over their lives — find 
fulfilling jobs, jobs with some 
latitude. Then suddenly they 
find the only thing they can get 
is at the bottom of some 


pyramid.”

Richard Mansfield has peered 
up from the bottoms of a few 
pyramids since he left the moun- 
tains of southwest Virginia five 
years ago. He was raised there in 
Narrows, a town of 2000, by 
parents he calls influential. He 
left after obtaining a biology 
degree from Virginia Polytech 
and went to Richmond for a job 
with the state health depart- 
ment. “I was damn lucky to get 
that, after finishin’ last in my 
class.” A year later, he was broke 
in Boston, selling his blood at the 
New England Medical Center. “I 


got tired of wantin’ to be a hippie’ 


while havin’ short hair and 
workin’ for the state of Virginia.” 
Peddling his blood led him to a 
job, however: analyzing urine at 
the Medical Center. He held it 
for two years before quitting, and 
has not held a full-time job 
since. 

As the late afternoon darkness 
seeps in from an alley behind 
Symphony Road, Rich is eating 
old government surplus peanut 
butter and speaking in that mild 
Appalachian tone which makes 
even his occasional bitterness 
sound gentle. He is a most un- 
usual person by anyone’s stan- 
dards, living on about $30 a 
week, devoting most of his time 
to a food cooperative and looking 
after a variety of frightened old 
people who have lived on the 
Fenway since long before Rich 
ever heard of it. This, his fourth 
year in Boston, is the first in 


which he is paying rent.. 


Previously, he’d lived in a con- 
demned Hemenway St. building 
for two years. “It had heat, hot 
water, even electricity. Ah guess 
God was with me or somethin’. 

“I worked at that lab for two 
years just because I was makin’ 
so much money. I saved enough 
to go in with a friend and buy 47 
acres in western Mass., so I can’t 
say I’m really poor. Don’t write 
what town it’s near, okay? But I 
wanted to quit that job after a 
month. The boundaries were 


well laid out. Work all your life 


and become head of the lab. And 
take shit from the doctors. They 
were some mean mother- 
fuckers... . 

“After that I took care of an 
old man around the corner from 
here. I lived with him instead of 
payin’ rent. He shit in a bucket, 
had a cousin in Lynnfield that 
didn’t give a damn about him. 
He used to be a lawyer and told 
stories about the railroads. He 
believed the country went to hell 
when the railroads did. I had to

though. One day I went out to 
work for the food co-op and some 
old wino lady musta come to the 
door and he let her in. She 
jumped in bed with him and it 
made him crazy. Just like that. 
Started shittin’ his pants. I went 
out to see him at the nursing 
home. He didn’t know me.... 

“I’m real worried about this 
payin’ rent shit now,” he con- 
tinues. His share is $50 for the 
apartment; his income consists 
of $28 a week in soon-to-expire 


unemployment compensation 
and a weekly $5 for working at 
the Mission Hill food co-op’s 
Massachusetts Avenue 
storefront. He is known there as 
an extremely competent ad- 
ministrator, supervising the dis- 
tribution of thousands of dollars 
in meat and produce. The 
storefront is a former billiard 
parlor in a funky block the city 
plans eventually to demolish. He 
has been involved in related 
community protests and remains 
politically active in the area. In 


the afternoons, some gypsies, 
poor blacks and elderly from the 
Fenway and South End come 
into the storefront, by arrange- 
ment, and Rich sells them sur- 
plus produce at prices 


significantly below supermarket 


levels. “That is really the best 
part of the job. That’s fulfilling, 
it really is. I call ’em Sir and 
Ma’am and it makes them feel 
important. They’re good 


people.”

End “hotel” for alcoholics. He 
was a night caretaker of sorts, 
stopping fights, admitting 
drunks. “That was the best job I 
ever had. I really loved it, hated 
to lose it. It was a circus. I was 
fascinated to watch that side of 
life. They never did give me a 
good reason for firing me. But it 
had somethin’ to do with this 
guy who was brought in from 
some suburban hospital with the 
DTs real bad. He was really in 


mas result, did some writing and 


bad shape, he looked to me like 
he was a-gonna die. So after they 
brought him in, I called the 
Boston City and they took him 
out in an ambulance. And that 
man was on the critical list for 
three days. He woulda died for 
sure. They got mad at me for 
challenging those doctors’ judg- 
ment. Of course they didn’t say 
that. They said I shouldn’t have 
admitted the guy in the first 
place. So I got fired. That really 
hurt me. 


As he says it, I feel a wave of 
the same hurt, wondering at a 
society that would rebuke such a 
person. “Christ, I coulda been a 
damn good doctor, I really could, 
if they’d let me. I could be 
anything. But I never cared for 
school at all.”’ I asked about his 
ambitions, his plans. ‘“‘Am- 
bitions? Shit, I’m very am- 
bitious. I aim to survive without. 
the aid of the collapsing struc- 
ture of Western civilization.” He 
laughs self-deprecatingly. 
“Course that’s an overstate- 
ment. I'll try to stay away from it 
a little bit, anyway.”

Richard has invited Jake to 
the Symphony Road apartment 
in anticipation of our meeting. 
“You really should meet Jake,” 
he tells me. He is right. Jake 
Williams is quite possibly the 
only Back Bay apartment 
caretaker with a degree in 
molecular physics. He explains, 
speaking softly in a Scottish ac- 
cent, that he graduated from’ 
Aberdeen University in his 
native Scotland. ‘Things are the 
same there as far as employ- 
ment. It’s an American colony. If 
my friends were lucky they 
became teachers. Some went to 
work for the oil companies.” 
Which is what he did, a year out 
of school, landing a job in Arctic 
Canada for a subsidiary of a Tex- 
as firm. “I worked six months 
and saved a lot of money. They 
gave me plane fare back home 
but I got off in Montreal. I used 
-the rest of the fare to do a con-

the East Coast, deciding where 
to live. Boston is nice — lots of 
alternative-type things, colleges, 
easy to get around and cheap.” 

It is very cheap for Jake, who 
is singular enough, really, to 
merit a title — perhaps the Ur- 
ban Forager. He estimates his 
average weekly income at $10, 
earned mainly by unloading 
banana trucks at the Chelsea 
wholesale food market. He gets 
much of his food ‘there, too — 
gathered from piles of discarded 
produce. “You can get a lot of 
good vegetables there if you 
don’t mind competing with the 
old ladies and Puerto Ricans. 
Zucchini for stews, stuff like 
that. You can get milk in con- © 
tainers behind restaurants.” He 
gets his clothes from either the 
Salvation Army or the alleys of. 
Back Bay — he got his bicycle 
from’ Morgan Memorial, his lock 
off a lamppost. 

“Jake gets amazing stuff,” 
says Rich. He motions to a 
plastic jug filled with ice cream. 
“That’s from Brigham’s gar- 
bage.” Not long after he arrived 
in Boston he sought out ocations 
for Social Change and, as a 


editing for a publication put out 
by radical young scientists called 
Science for the People. He does 
not waste his physics training — 
his basement apartment lacked 
a hot water heater so he used 
parts he found to assemble a 
small solar energy system that 
functions as a hot water heater. 
“I went to an alternative energy 
conference. They were selling 
things no better than mine for 
$7000 — solar is trendy now, you 
know.” 

How long can he continue? 
“Indefinitely, I suppose. I work- 
ed half a year; that was enough. I 
don’t want to support this.

Impractical Promises: 
The Impossible Dream?

They don’t know what to make of the 
Duke at the State House, nor of the 
moveable press conference that has come 
to be called the Mike and Kitty, Tom and 
Jackie Show. 

It is as though the smiling, winsome 
foursome — Gov.-Elect Michael Dukakis 
and his wife, and Lt. Gov.-Elect Thomas 
P. O’Neill III and his wife — had been 
pals for years, had done everything 
together, and would continue to do 
everything together, from playing bridge 
to governing the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts. And if Dukakis is going to 
hold a press conference, then (by God) all 
of them will hold a press conference. Or so 
it seems. They are together all the time in 
public. 

Not that there is anything wrong with 
all of this togetherness (it may even be 


good), but the cynical bunch at the State 


House is just not used to it, and not ac- 
customed to political wives coming up to 
reporters and complimenting or chiding 
them on what they have written or broad- 
cast. (Perhaps the journalists, those who 
are still married, should bring along their 
wives as sort of a counterforce.) 

After another joint press conference at 
the State House last Wednesday, Jackie 
O’Neill approached U.P.I. State House 
reporter Dave Rosen, who had been 
critical of her husband both in print and 
on television, and introduced herself. 

“Are you Mr. Rosen?’’ Rosen conceded 
that he was. “The next time you write a 
column about my husband, I hope you 
give him a chance to prove himself first,” 
she said. 

“Tl do that,’ Rosen answered. 

At any rate, it is all brand-new, as 
brand-new as Dukakis’s vow to take the 
Green Line from Brookline to work each 
day instead of riding in the limousine 
provided for the governor; as brand-new 
as his promise to rid the governor’s office 
of the several State Police aides who 
guard him and drive him around. 

In this matter, though, he may have to 
change his mind because of the freak fac- 
tor in Massachusetts politics. Like show 
business, politics attracts nuts and 
crazies, and Gov. Sargent has a drawer 
full of death threats. One day the Duke, 
who has never held power, will find job- 
seekers, favor-askers, political hangers-on 
and assorted loonies lined up and waiting 
for him outside Park Street Station. 

He will not be riding the Green Line for 
very long. 

But here and elsewhere, the Duke, who 
burns with political intensity, has locked 
himself into yet another promise. Rather 
than making his MBTA point in a sym- 
bolic manner and then letting it drop, he 
insists upon promising the impractical. 
For a governor uses the limo not only for 
transportation and security, but as an of- 
fice and communications center as well. 
And he gets the limo from the Ford Motor 
ow for a paltry $1500 a year rental 


"ihnane. Dukakis has urged other 
constitutional officers to follow his exam- 
ple. Does this mean that all his new ap- 
pointees will have to give up their state 
cars? They may be able to take mass 
transportation from Abington or Amherst 
or wherever, but is it practical? Or is it 


absurd? 

Taxes are another area of dispute. The 
Duke said that there would be no new tax- 
es in 1975, but he will be hard pressed to 
keep this promise because the current 
state deficit is estimated to be as high as 
$300 million. 

It is “the Sargent budget” that Dukakis 
will submit in January, and if new taxes 
are needed it will doubtless be “the 
Sargent tax plan” that will be filed. 
Sargent will take the blame — that’s 
politics. 

(What is suggested here is that veteran 
State House observers and commentators 
cannot believe that this man is for real, 
and already they are seeking out chinks in 
his puritanical armor.) 

Dukakis said he was going to cut the 
governor’s staff in half, and yet he will 
‘move to expel the Governor’s Council 
from the chambers adjoining the gover- 
nor’s office because he wants more space. 
More space for fewer people? 

Meanwhile, Dukakis has begun naming 
his 10 Cabinet members, vowing that 
there will be four women among them. 
The first appointment was Rep. John 
Buckley of Abington, a long-time buddy, 
who is House chairman of the Committee 
on Taxation. He is the new Secretary of 
Administration and Finance, the most 
important appojntive post in state 
government. Even though Buckley is a 
friend and ‘Dukakis promised not to 
reward friends with patronage jobs, this 
was not patronage because Buckley is 
qualified. Or so the argument went. 

“Patronage,” House Speaker David 
Bartley often says, “like beauty, is in the 
eyes of the beholder.” At the press con- 
ference held to announce Buckley’s ap- 
pointment, Mike and Kitty and Tom and 
Jackie were joined by Jack and his wife 
Betty. 

Reports have it that Rep. Barney 
Frank, the outspoken liberal from Beacon 
Hill, was offered but turned down the job 
as Secretary of Transportation. Neither 
Frank nor the Dukakis people would con- 
firm or deny the report, but it is believed 
Frank refused the post because he wants 
to complete law school. 

On Friday Dukakis named Mrs. Lucy 
Benson of Amherst as Secretary of 
Human Services. 

+ * * 

Sargent keeps going through the 
motions of governing, as he must until the 
end of the year, while the Duke deals with 
the realities of assuming power. 

Sargent’s people are seeking new jobs 
and the Governor is trying to take care of 
them. One patronage appointment which 
will come under fire is the naming of Vic- 
tor Zuchero to the clerkship of the 
Chelsea District Court. Zuchero headed 
the governor’s fund raising activities. 

But by and large, Sargent is going out 
in style. While Dukakis was holding a 


press conference one day last week, in the 


Governor’s press conference room, 
Sargent was testifying before a privacy 
hearing in Gardner Auditorium. 

Arnold Rosenfeld, chairman of the 
Criminal History Systems Board, had the 
floor. He saw the Governor and made way 
for him. “I’m all through,” Rosenfeld 
said. 

“And so am I,” Sargent replied.

Getting the Gangsters 
Out of Gambling ©

Gambling has been a fact of American 
life since our country’s inception but a 
fact consigned to illegality. A concept of 
morality foreign to the practices of the 
public has fostered a situation where il- 
legal gambling has become the principal 
source of organized crime’s income, with 
estimates running as high as $50 billion 
yearly. 

Possibly it is the rash of publicity ac- 
corded the syndicate in recent years that 
is beginning to make the mob, and the 
hold it has on the citizen’s friendly 
neighborhood bookie, appear more a reali- 
tv than a myth. In any case, it is apparent 
that there is more receptivity to the 
legalization of gambling than at any other 
time in recent history. The New 
Hampshire Lottery was quickly followed 
and tinkered with by some seven other 
states, including Massachusetts. New 
York City’s Off Track Betting (OTB) has 
made an ambitious upstate industrialist - 
politician the’ most highly publicized 
bookie in history. But Howard Samuels 
and the 106 offices he presided over as 
President of the Off-Track Betting Cor- 
poration operated legally, and a recent 
survey by the respected pollster Oliver 
Quayle indicated that OTB had cut into 
the business of the illegal bookmaker. 

We personally regard gambling per se 
as essentially a morally neutral act. We 
are aware of the potential suffering for the 
family of the addicted gambler, but we do 
not consider man’s perfectibility to be im- 
inent. Gambling is a pastime accepted by 
so many Americans that it will not go 
away by wishing, and half-hearted steps 
toward ‘legalization will not cut off the 
flow of nickels, dimes and dollars to 
organized crime. The question we pose 
here is whether the organized underworld 
can be put out of business by the legaliza- 
tion of its prime source of revenue. Vin- 
cent C. Teresa, one of the few authentic 
organized crime figures to speak out, told 


| the McClellan Senate Rackets Subcom- 


mittee in 1971: 
“Gambling is the single most impor- 
tant activity for organized crime. They 
control it all over the country and all 
over the world. It’s like a chain link 
fence that stretches to every place in 
the world... .Gambling is the stand- 
by and the foundation. From it comes 
the corrupt politician and policeman, 
the bribes and the payoffs and 
sometimes murder. If you could crush 
gambling, you would put the mob out 
of business ....The mob has barrels 
and barrels of money and it all starts 
with the man or woman who puts a 
nickel on the number at the corner 
store every day. Everything starts with 
the nickel number... .Break the guy 
she gives the nickel to and you'll stop 
the gambling, and the loan sharking 
and the corruption. You'll stop 
everything if you put the (gambling)

agents on the street out of business.” 

Organized crime is a confederation of 
criminal groups operating outside the 
control of government and its laws, in- 
volving thousands of criminals whose ac- 
tivities are the result of intricate con- 
spiracies carried on over many years, and 
aimed at gaining a monopoly over whole 
fields of economic activity in order to 
amass hugh profits; its form of govern- 
ment is feudal; its economic theory, 
monopolistic capitalism. Members of the 
organized underworld are subject to their 
own secret code of conduct, and the 
penalties for violations of this code are 
drastic. The instruments by which the 
organization acquires power are the bullet 
and the bribe. Consider, for example, this 
discussion of the then Mayor Addonizio of 
Newark made public in connection with 
the trial of Angelo (Ray) DeCarlo for con- 
spiracy and extortion. An FBI eavesdrop- 
ping device tells of a conversation 
between DeCarlo, Little Joe DeBenedictis 
and Si Rega. 

JOE: You know, Si, it’s going to take 
three weeks but we’ll own this Hughie 
(Addonizio). This guy here, Ill 
guarantee, we'll own him. I’ll use that 
term in three or four weeks. He 
wants to get rid of some crums around 
him. 

RAY: Well, when you see him today, 
tell him that if he ever does business 
with more than one guy he won't last. 

The organized underworld takes par- 
ticular pleasure in those illegal activities 
which offer maximum profit at the 
minimum risk of law enforcement in- 
terference. Large profits are achieved by 
supplying those illicit goods and services 
which are in great demand by the public, 
although declared illegal by their 
legislatures. Law enforcement is minimal 
in such areas because of a public apathy 
reflected in the attitudes of the police and 
juciciary, law enforcement’s emphasis on 
the control of street crime, and official 
corruption. Organized crime will always 
thrive where the consuming public votes 
its morality, but practices its inclination 
in total disregard of the law. 

In the United States those who con- 
sidered gambling per se a vice enacted 
anti-gambling statutes, which are flouted 
by much of today’s citizenry without 
remorse or moral twinge. As a result, 
criminal organizations which have the 
capital and muscle necessary to meet and 
destroy the competition have established 
great monopolistic gambling combines 
which reap huge profits and in turn 
finance the other activities — illegal and 
legal — of the underworld. The fact that 
the public’s demand for gambling is 
satisfied with the connivance of some law 
enforcement officials also tends to bring 
the criminal justice system into disrepute. 

This multi-billion dollar business in- 
cludes lotteries, off-track betting, betting 
on sporting events, large dice games, and 
illegal casinos. The foundation of organiz- 
ed crime must be razed, but the question 
remains whether legalization can be that 
instrument of destruction. 

If gambling were legalized, law enforce- 
ment manpower now assigned to anti- 
gambling investigations, could be 
redeployed for a more effective assault 
against street crime; the prime source of 
corrupt monies would be dried up; the 
proceeds of the profits of a legal gambling 
business could be taxed, thus providing 
additional revenue to the State; and the 
underworld’s income would be radically 
reduced. 

However, experience has shown that in 
the few jurisdictions where limited gam- 
ing legalization has occurred, there has

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Harvard Files 
Under ‘Hold’

Effective Tuesday, every 
college student in the country — 
thanks to a new federal law — 
will theoretically be able to in- 
spect all information about him, 
confidential or otherwise, con- 
tained in his school’s files. 
But at Harvard there’s a catch. 
By the time these files are legally 
opened, all the juicy stuff will be 
gone. 

That letter to the Dean seek- 
ing permission to drop Spanish 
halfway through the semester 
will still be there. But the note 
from the student’s high school 
principal saying the kid is sex- 
ually immature, drinks too much 
and takes things that don’t 
belong to him will have been dis- 
creetly removed and “‘sealed.”’ 

Some say that Harvard’s deci- 
sion to take out of the files and 
hide all the good (and potential- 
ly damaging) dope violates the 
intent of the new law, which is to 
allow students to examine that 
information. The idea really 
wasn’t to let them get to see 
those letters about dropping 
Spanish that they knew about 
anyway. But Harvard, in 
fairness, was faced with a very 
ticklish problem. 

As Daniel Steiner, the univer- 
sity’s general counsel, explains 
it, a lot of material in those files 
was provided with the un- 
derstanding that it would be 
kept confidential. And suddenly 
to hand over to every student 
everything that his parents, 
friends, teachers, etc. have 
written about him — written 
with the expectation that he’d 
never see it — would be, well, 
embarrassing. 

Examples: There may be a 
letter from the kid’s parents that 
discusses family problems, an 
imminent divorce, perhaps. Or a 
letter about the financial situa- 
tion at home that accompanied a 
scholarship application. ‘Most 
of the stuff in the files is totally 
neutral,”’ Steiner contends, “but 
the university still has a moral 
obligation to protect its com- 
mitments.” 

The legislation that has raised 
Harvard’s moral consciousness 
was a simple bill drafted in the 
office of New York Conservative 
Senator James Buckley and 
tacked onto the 1974 Elementary 
and Secondary Education Act. It 
gives students the right to see 
their own records. The law 
redresses a very real injustice — 
for years all sorts of unverified, 
inaccurate information has been 
allowed to become an un- 
challenged part of a student’s 
permanent, confidential record, 
coming up again and again to 
possibly haunt him and hurt his 
career. 

Boston attorney Harvey 
Silverglate, representing a 
number of Harvard students who 
don’t want their records 
tampered with on the eve of the 
new law’s going into effect, 
threatened to take Harvard to 
court last week unless the files 
were left intact. He charged Har- 
vard’s hasty action disregarded 
the purpose of the Buckley 
amendment. 

Harvard respectfully dis- 
agreed. “There’s no wording in 
the new law,” argued Steiner, 
“saying there’s anything wrong 
with removing files. We could, if 
we wanted to, destroy all the 
records.” 

Instead, though, Harvard has 
agreed to “hold” the material 
pulled from the files. It will be 
‘sealed and available to no one — 
unless required as evidence in a 
legal challenge of Harvard’s ad- 
missions procedures or 
something like that. Nothing 
that is taken from the files, 
Steiner insisted, will ever be 
used in connection with a 
student’s future. Anything that 
could have an effect on the stu- 


dent will be available to him. 

Still, Harvard’s apparent pan- 
ic reaction to the new law 
naturally raises speculation 
about what might be in those 
records that the university is try- 
ing to hide. “They may be like 
FBI files,”’ said Silverglate. “I’ve 
got a feeling that if you could see 
those files your eyes would bug 
out.” 

“TI would be surprised if there’s 
anything like that in there,” 
Steiner retorted. We may yet 
find out. When the new law 


becomes operative and for the. 


first time information, for 
whatever reasons, is denied a 
Harvard student who requests it, 
a test case will surely follow. 

People at other schools in the 
area, at least, are anxious for a 
court interpretation of the new 
law, which they generally 
describe as a_ well-intentioned 
but overly simplistic attempt to 
solve a very complex problem. 

Though Harvard seems to be 
the only school that is actually 
tampering with its records, 
others are concerned that suits 
may be brought against them by 
people whose confidences are 
violated under the new law. At 
Tufts, for example, the policy 
has been that absolutely no 
material in a student’s file is to 
be destroyed or removed while 
the student is still attending the 
school. But all documents in a 
Tufts student’s records will 
become accessible on Tuesday. 

This, apparently, will be the 
case at most schools: candor 
wins out over possible em- 
barrassment. 

The Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology, however, is still 
struggling with the dilemma. 
Although no data will be pulled 
from its files, students have been 
informed that they will not be 
allowed to review any of this 


material until a policy is 


adopted. 

A policy, it is to be hoped, will 
be offered by the time the new 
law becomes effective. ‘‘MIT is a 
law-abiding institution,” said a 
spokesmar. “I can’t imagine 
that we will adopt policies that 
will violate the law.” 


Vietnamese Students 


A special deportation hear- 
ing is being held in Los 
Angeles this week to deter- 
mine the fate of six Viet- 
namese exchange students 
who are being ordered by the 
Thieu government to return 
to Vietnam. 

The six students, all of 
whom are fighting extradi- 
tion, have been active in anti- 
war activities in the United 
States since 1972. They claim 
that if they are compelled by 
the United States govern- 
ment to return to Saigon, 
they will be imprisoned and 
even tortured for speaking out 
against the war while in the 
US. 


The six are asking for 
political asylum in the United 
States under a provision in 
the immigration law which 
provides for protection 
against political persecution. 
Although the hearing on 
Wednesday will be held by 
Immigration Department ex- 
aminers, the U.S. State 
Department has already 
recommended that the six be 
returned. 

The six activists, however, 
point to a similar case in 
Hong Kong earlier this year. 
When a group of anti-Thieu 
protesters were returned to 
Saigon from Hong Kong — 
with the promise by the Thieu 
government that they would 
not be prosecuted — they 
were immediately jailed upon 
their return. 
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How Work Half-time for Full-time Pay

They call it middle-class 
welfare: unemployment compen- 
sation goes to people who work 
for half a year and take the other 
six months off, with pay. 

The situation at the Internal 
Revenue Service Center in An- 
dover, one of 10 such regional 
centers in the nation, is, accor- 
ding to the General Accounting 
Office, an interesting case in 

point. 

o GAO audit of the Mass- 
achusetts Division of Employ- 
ment Security pointed out last 
week, among other things, that 
most of the temporary Andover 
IRS employees work there for six 
months and end up collecting 
unemployment compensation for 
the rest of the year. Then they go 
back on the regular payroll. Lit- 
tle, if any, effort is made to find 
them interim jobs. 

The center employs 1635 
workers on a permanent basis. It 
hires 2365 additional people dur- 
ing its peak season, which runs 
from January through April, 
when the center is deluged with 
income tax returns. 

Eighty percent of these tem- 
porary people, according to GAO 
officials, work for 20 weeks and 
collect almost as much as they 


earn during that period for 
another 20 weeks from un- 
employment compensation. 
Scarcely any attempt is made to 
find them other work because of 
the poor administration of the 
state Division of Employment 
Security. 

The audit, requested by U.S. 
Rep. Michael Harrington of 
Beverly, ranked Massachusetts 
51st among the states (including 
the District of Columbia) in 
placing people in available jobs. 
‘“‘Unemployment insurance 
benefits,” the report said, “tend 
to reduce the urgency of job 
applicants to seex or accept 
employment particularly in 
Massachusetts because benefits 
are higher than in most states. 

‘According to division of- 
ficials, many of those collecting 
benefits are not looking for new 
jobs but are awaiting recall by 
former employers. Some 
employers consider unemploy- 
ment insurance to be an interim 
fringe benefit.” 

The GAO report also in- 
dicated: 

e That only half of the job 
applicants at DES had been 
referred to jobs since they 
registered. 

e That only 20 percent of 


those who registered obtained 
employment. 

e That a majority of the 
state’s employers believe they 
get more results from private 
yet agencies than from 


e That the files of the DES 
were disorganized. 

e And that even though jobs 
exist in Massachusetts, little 
attempt has been made to match 
the unemployed with these jobs. 

The report took a random 
sample in 1973 of 105 people who 
worked at the Andover IRS 
center on a seasonal basis. Of 
these, the GAO enumerated, 91 
had sufficient earnings at the 
center to qualify for Unemploy- 
ment Insurance benefits. A total 
of 86 persons received benefits 
for 21.4 weeks after having work- 
ed 20.5 weeks. The average 
weekly payment, on which no 
taxes were levied, was $58. (Of 
the remaining five who did not 
collect, one left work because of 
illness, another received benefits 
on the basis of non-IRS employ- 
ment, and three did not file.) 

“Of the 86 seasonal employees 
(82 percent of our sample) who 
collected UI benefits,”’ the report 
stated, ‘57 used all of the 
benefits available to them. 


“These 86 seasonal employees 
earned an average gross income 
of $2747 at the Center, with an 
estimated average net income of 
about $1800. They averaged an 
additional $1240 in UI benefits 
or about 70 percent of their 
average net income.” 

The report said that of the 105 
sampled, 43 were clerks, 30 were 
keypunch operators, 28 were tax 
examiners, and four did other 
work. Keypunch operators were 
selected for an in-depth review 
because their skill is 
transferable. Of some 600 
keypunch operators out of work 
after June 1973, 500 were collec- 
ting Unemployment Insurance. 

The report said that the GAO 
analyzed 19 non-IRS job orders 
from the Lawrence DES job 
bank covering 61 employment 
openings in the Andover 
metropolitan area where the IRS 
center is located. Of 80 keypunch 
operators referred to the 61 jobs, 
only 11 had worked for the IRS, 
and of the 11, only one was hired. 

The report said that in Oc- 
tober, 1973, the IRS Center sub- 
mitted a job order to the 
Lawrence job bank for 50 
keypunch operators. The bank 
made 127 referrals. Of that 
number, 93 were already on the 


Center’s roster of seasonal 
employees, and 91 were collec- 
ting unemployment money. 

A GAO spokesman said, 
“What the government is doing, 
in effect, is giving out 40 weeks 
pay for 20 weeks work. And this 
is middle-class welfare. Most of 
the people who do this seasonal 
work live in middle-class or 
upper-class neighborhoods 
around Andover. They have two 
cars, as well. And there are nine 
other areas in the country where 
this happens.” 

John D. Crozier, the DES 
director, said the GAO report 
represented “an outdated and 
distorted picture of the agency’s 
actual performance over the past 
two years.”’ Crozier maintains 
that there has been a steady in- 
crease in the effectiveness of 
DES. 

Gov.-Elect Michael S. Duka- 
kis, who made the GAO audit an 
issue during the dying days of 
the campaign, has probably 
made Crozier’s statements aca- 
demic, since he has promised to 
launch “a comprehensive at- 
tack on joblessness.’’ And the 
DES will be one of his first tar- 
gets when he is so sworn in as 
governor on January 2. Crozier 
will be among the first to go. 
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Maiden Name Hassles: Perseverance Pays

On October 30, 1974, Attorney 
General Robert Quinn issued his 
third opinion on ‘‘maiden’”’ 
names, his most comprehensive 
to date. In it he says, 1) a child 
may be given a hyphenated com- 
bination of the maiden name of 
the mother and the surname of 
the father if both parents request 
it; 2) the order in which the 
parents’ surnames appear can be 
determined by the parents 
themselves; and 3) a woman 
does not have to go to probate 
court in order to retain her own 
name upon marriage. 

When I was married four years 
ago I was told I'd have to apply 
to probate court to retain my 
own name. A woman’s name 
changes automatically upon 
marriage, I was told. I refused to 
believe that. I refused to go to 
court. 

My first battle was against the 
Newton Election Commission, 
which informed me I couldn’t 
vote in my own name without an 
order from court proving I was 
who I said I was. I was relieved! I 
was afraid they’d let me vote and 
then I couldn’t make a big fuss. I 
had decided, after conferring 
with people who were supposed 
to know, that a big fuss was what 
was needed. It was because elec- 
tion commissioners were not 
allowing married women retain- 
ing their “maiden” names to 
register without a court order 


that women were going to court 
to “change” their names. Not 
wanting to be disenfranchised, 
they capitulated and, hating 
every minute of it, went to 
probate court to ask the judge to 
allow them to use their own sur- 
names. 

I was an unmovable object to 
the Newton Election Commis- 
sion. Would they actually refuse 
me my constitutional right to 
vote because of my name? Were 
they willing to go to court to up- 
hold such a decision? No, they 
weren't. The Newton City 
Colicitor in a report to the Elec- 
tion Commissioners said it 
probably was unconstitutional 
to deny me that right. So I 
registered. On election day I 
went to the polls and called out 
my name at the top of my lungs. 
Sure enough, there it was. Right 
on the list. 

Then Richard and I bought a 
house. You can’t sign a deed in 
your “maiden” name, I was told 
by the conveyance lawyer. Again 
I became unmovable. Was he 
willing to let the sale fall through 
because of his stand? No, he 
wasn’t. Richard and I own a 
house as joint tenants; the deed 
has both our names on it. The 
mortgage bill is addressed to 
both of us and our household in- 
surance is in both our names. 

Meanwhile, because I never 
changed my name, I could think 
of no reason to inform the 


Registry of Motor Vehicles that I 
had wed. I discovered that there 
is no statute or regulation in 
Massachusetts requiring a 
married woman to use her 
husband’s name on her driver’s 
license. The same holds true for 
car registration. What I 
discovered is that when dealing 
with the Registry, a woman must 
use the name by which she is 
“generally known.” 

All my charge cards were in 
my own name when I got 
married, and I couldn’t see 
notifying the various department 
stores of my new marital status. 
None of their business. 

Because the issue is so con- 
fused, I founded Name-Change, 
an organization whose sole pur- 
pose is the dissemination of in- 
formation on this matter. At first 
a few people called for help, then 
dozens, and now people call all 
the time. My cousin in Illinois 
started the Center For a 
Woman’s Own Name and raised 
the struggle to the national level. 
Married women all over the 
country want to retain their 
names. Some find it easy, some 
have to take public officials to 
court. Now the news media are 
paying attention: articles have 
appeared in Newsweek, Time, 
the N.Y. Times, the Boston 
Globe, Glamour, Ms. and dozens 
of other publications. Even Amy 
Vanderbilt mentioned in her 
column the ‘‘maiden name”

issue as a new dimension in what 
one Ought To Do. What is the 
proper form of address, Ms., 
Miss, Mrs., Mr? 

The big question is, now to 
name children. Dozens of people 
have called Name-Change and 
complained that the medical 
records departments of hospitals 
refused to allow them to give 


their children the surname of 


their choice. One man called and 
said his child’s hyphenated sur- 
name had been erased and his 


surname substituted on the final 


birth certificate form. 

My daughter was born at 
home. I was happy that I'd 
avoided the hospital medical 
records department. Richard 
and I filled out the birth cer- 
tificate with a hyphenated com- 
bination of our last names. The 
Newton City Hall, the same City 
Hall that allowed me to vote in 
my own name, paid me in my 
own name when I was a 
librarian, and taxes me in my 
own name, suddenly decided 
that my surname was not legal 


and that Claudia must have her 
father’s surname or none at all. 
After all, I was told, if she 
doesn’t have her father’s name 
how can anyone tell whether or 
not she’s “legitimate”? I was 
livid. I knew that G.L. c. 46 sec. 
1 simply requires that the 
“names” of the baby be put on 
the birth record and does not 
contain any stipulations regar- 
ding what these “‘names”’ should 
be. The Newton City Clerk said 
he’d ask the Attorney General 
for his opinion. 

Claudia is now officially born. 
She’s 15 months old. The A.G.’s 
opinion states, ‘““The naming of a 
baby is a matter for parents... . 
The common law would allow 
both parents to name their child 
with a surname which combines 
the surname of the two parents.” 
As to whether or not my surname 
is legal without a court order, the 
opinion continues, “A woman 
does not upon marriage abandon 
her surname and assume her 
husband’s surname without an 
express intent to do so.” 

My personal battle has ended. 
It took four years to prove that a 
woman’s name is her personal 
property, precious or not accor- 
ding to her own inclinations. 
And my daughter? Will she en- 
joy having a hyphenated name 
so I could prove a point? I hope 
so. I hope when other kids ask 
her about it she'll simply say, 
“It’s my parents’ name.”

— I went to Duke and got engag- 
ed to an heir of the Texas 
Eastern oil fortune. 

“It was hard for my father to 
understand why I didn’t marry: 


the guy. But I just didn’t want to 
be separate from the rest of the 
world, to drive to church in a 
Mercedes and become a 
mannequin.” Before working at 
the mental health collective she 
was a cabdriver. 

“I dropped out of school [Duke 
and BU] three times before 
graduating. I had to deal with 
my guilt. I’m not a Marxist but I 
believe in an oppressor class and 
I was born into it. I look like a 


Wasp, smell like a Wasp, I have 
a Wasp name, my father’s a 
Wasp lawyer. Everything. I 
think of myself today as being a 
professional helper for people 
who didn’t have my advan- 
tages.” 

The idea that there is a kind of 
sub-class into which she fits 
elicited Alicia’s instant recogni- 
tion. ‘Where I live in East Cam- 
bridge there is a whole enclave of 
people who are living out of their 


economic sphere. People who 
never worry about what they’re 
wearing — that’s an important 
difference for me. I suppose we’re 
freaks — no, we're really what 
you could call non-consumers. I 
don’t buy any nylons, any per- 
fume, any make-up. I would like 
to have a car, but I can’t afford 
it. But eventually I’d like one. 
I’m starting to wonder where I'll 
be in 15 years. I may go back to 
school and get a master’s — just 
so I can get paid as much as 
other people for doing what I do. 
I could see myself at 40 with two 
children, a mate — not 
necessarily married — two small 
cars. I wouldn’t buy a house 
built after World War II, though. 
But sometimes I wonder. Do I 
have a right to be ambitious like 
that?”

It is difficult to feel sorry for 
Ellen, the sometime waitress 
whose meeting with me began 
this article.

2) The discrimination we 
face in obtaining job training, 
vocational rehabilitation, and 
lucrative blue-collar jobs 
reserved native 
Bostonians via the patronage 
system. . 

3) How many of us have 
needed to seek out psychiatric 
help? 

4) The acute shortage of 
rental housing we can afford. 

5) How we can further our 
educ. on limited incomes in 
an area dominated by private 
universities.

dollars last year. She does not 
expect more. “I am an heiress 
now of nothing but values.’’ She 
has told the same thing at 
various times to various psy- 
chiatrists. 

“I was brought up so spoiled 
that anything short of a Tolstoy 
novel is a comedown.

The family had inestimable con- 
tempt for anything plebeian. I 
was at Berkeley for a quarter and

Jersey, a wealthy Manhattan 
bedroom community where his 
father works for a large Defense 
Department contractor doing 
weapons research. The money 
put Tom through the Berklee 
School of Music and Goddard 
(also in music). Not long after 
graduating, he worked briefly at 
a Newton factory — but quit 
when he discovered that the 
parts he was connecting were 
destined for tanks. 

“The candy factory was pretty 
weird,” he says of his latest job. 
“It was weird just riding the bus 
to work and watching kids go to 
school while I was going to work. 
It got very hard to take. Mostly 
— and I know this will sound 
lousy — because the people were 
so stupid. You just knew that the 
guy next to you is never gonna 
change — you could come back 
in 20 years and he’ll still be 
talkin’ the same shit about foot- 
ball. It was funny, though: the 
bosses kept doing me little favors 
— like taking me out of the fac- 
tory and putting me in the office, 
or paying me a quarter more an 
hour than the Puerto Ricans 
they hired at the same time. It 
was a way of flattering me, I 
guess, getting me to stay. But 
there was nowhere to go. There 
were only nine decent jobs, jobs 
with some meaning, in the whole 
place and they were all spoken 
for by guys about 35. Nothing 
was gonna change.” 

Does having come from Sum- 
mit change his perspective on 
the confectionery business? 

“Sure, I suppose it does. I just 
don’t have that pressure, that 
automatic response: you’re 
broke, go down to the factory, 
take whatever you can get.” 

He is a good musician, by the 
way — his mother has long been 
a classical music instructor. 
Somehow, though, he cannot 
quite believe in his own talents. 
If you never have to do things, 
you start to wonder whether you 
can. So he takes things fairly 
easy, though he’s hardly happy- 
go-lucky. He works late when he 
works, sleeps late most of the 
time. He still depends largely on 
money from home, which has 
paid for, among other things, his 
band’s equipment and his oc- 
casional sessions with a_ psy- 
chiatrist. For a while the band 
lived in Vermont at his parents” 
summer home. In the back of his 
mind, he considers the expec- 
tations that accompany the 
funds. 

“They figure that this will 
continue for a few more years — 
and then it’ll be time to get a job, 
Jack.’’ His older ‘brother, 
however, a trained engineer, is in 
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much the same situation as 
Tom. Could Tom eventually 
become a professional musician? 
“I don’t know. I’m starting to 
have serious doubts.” What is 
the alternative? “I suppose I 
could be a high school music 
teacher. A year ago that would 
have been very distasteful to me.

This was 
possibly the most significant 
single step in combating organiz- 
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various federal agencies under 
the direction of the Justice 
Department for a concerted and 
cooperative effort to convict the 
major racketeers and to attempt 
to stem the flow of illegal 
revenue. 

Within two years additional 
federal strike forces were 
operating in Detroit, Brooklyn, 
Philadelphia, Chicago, Miami 
and Newark. Today there are 18 
different federal strike forces in 
operation — 17 working on a 
geographical basis, including one 
in Boston, and one working 
without geographical limitations 
and involved primarily with the 
associates of Meyer Lansky. 

In addition, the Organized 
Crime Control Act of 1970 gave 
the FBI jurisdiction over large 
scale gambling operations even 
where they do not cross state 
boundaries. Another provision 
made it a federal crime for a 
policeman or state official to 
protect such illegal operations. 

Yet, while such organized 
crime notables as Raymond 
Patriarca, Henry Tameleo and 
Ilario Zannino are now behind 
bars, governmental efforts have 
not been able to stop substan- 
tially the flow of revenue from il- 
legal gambling operations. The 
profit margin may have declin- 
ed, some sites may have had to 
be moved and in some cities the 
cast of characters has changed, 
but the operation is still moving 
on — and will be for the 


foreseeable future. It must be 
recognized that police 
authorities are being asked to en- 
force the unenforceable. 

We believe the following are 
the minimal steps which must be 
taken in any program of legaliz- 
ed gambling to give it a 
reasonable chance for making a 
substantial impact against 
organized crime. There must be 
daily action, with amounts being 
accepted comparable to what the 
neighborhood bookie will take. 
Some form of deposit system 
must be established so that the 
bettor can “bank’”’ two, five or 
ten dollars — or far more — and 
then charge against it by 
telephone. If the longtime 
variety-store bookie is willing to 
operate within the legalized 
framework and meets whatever 
licensing requirements are es- 
tablished, and they must be 
reasonable ones, let him carry on 
with the state’s imprimatur. 

Minimal legalization must 
add to a lottery off-track betting, 
as well as sports betting, as bet- 
ting on sporting events con- 
stitutes the major segment of all 
income derived by the un- 
derworld from illegal gambling. 

We frankly don’t like the 
prospect of legalizing sports bet- 
ting since the possiblity of the 
point spread becoming more im- 
portant than victory or defeat is 
readily apparent. But in some 
circles that is already the case, 
and we would be burying our 


heads in the sand not to 
acknowledge it. 

We cannot, at this time, 
recommend that there be no tax- 
ation of the winnings from 
legalized gambling, but we do 
recommend that the level of tax- 
ation not exceed the percentage 
for the tax bracket in which the 
bettor found himself in his most 
recent tax year. We do not like 
suggesting the creation of 
another tax loophole, but this 
one has a worthier purpose than 
most. We also would permit the 
immediate deduction from the 
amount withheld by governmen- 
tal authorities of any prior 

‘gambling losses during the tax 
year. 

In Massachusetts at least, 
neither the legalization of casino 


system can and should. 

Our proposal for off-track bet- 
ting will likely encounter the 
same opposition from racing in- 
terests that OTB has in New 
York, but that can be met the 
same way OTB has, by having a 
percentage of the off-track gross 
handle divided among the 
tracks. 

Legalization must be under- 
taken calmly and sensibly with a 
balanced overview of public 
policy. Gambling is one of the 
victimless crimes, at least in the 
immediate sense that the victim, 
the bettor, is a willing partici- 
pant in the competitive legalized 
systém we propose. 

Dangers exist in legalization, 
and the limited approach we 
recommend here may not work. 


But it deserves the chance. The 
potential harm to organized 
crime and ridding our statutes of 
the unenforceable are sufficient 
reaons in themselves. Let’s give 
this proposal a chance both by 
setting it up intelligently and by 
then really enforcing anti- 
gambling statutes against all, 
bookie and bettor, who still 
prefer an illegal path.

Time magazine’s July 15 cover story, 
“Leadership In America,” presented the 
publication’s rather arbitrary choice of 
the nation’s 200 top young leaders (‘‘200 
faces for the future’”’). Now, media critic 
Ed Diamond offers, in the November 
issue of MORE, “the unholy 88” — a list 
of also-rans who were dropped from 
Time’s consideration at the very last 
minute. 

On that list were four men from Mass- 
achusetts: House Speaker David Bartley, 
Congressman Gerry Studds, Harvard Law 
Professor Laurence Tribe and State Rep. 
Barney Frank. 

We ventured to find out from these peo- 


ple how it feels to come so close to being : 


immortalized by Time magazine. They 
were dutifully bitter. 

Bartley: Unavailable for comment. 

Studds: ‘“‘There’s nothing to be asham- 
ed about when you appear on an also-ran 
list such as this.” 

Tribe: “The whole thing struck me 
from the beginning and still strikes me as 
not a very meaningful enterprise.” 

And Frank: “Since I’m now trying to 
follow the lead of the new governor, I can 
tell you that I really made a funny remark 
when I first saw the list, but you had to be 
there to appreciate it.”

Reports out of the Quincy Patriot 
Ledger are that a blockbuster in- 
vestigative series about organized crime 
moving into the South Shore — a series on 
which a team of reporters spent months — 
may never see the light of day. 

The hard-hitting 18-part expose was 
completed September 30 but was reduced 
in length and scope at the urging of 
Managing Editor Donald Wilder, who felt 
the material was excessive and potential- 
ly libelous. Now, the shorter series faces a 
new problem: a grand jury is investigating 
the very things that the series covers, the 
paper has a policy of not commenting on 
ongoing grand jury investigations, and 
Patriot Ledger staffers are fearful, 
that the whole thing will be kill- 
ed. 

As Channel 2 reported last week, Mor- 
timer Zuckerman made an offer recently 
to buy the Real Paper — an offer that the 
paper’s stockholders (most of its staff) 
turned down. 

The obvious irony in such an offer, of 
course, is that Zuckerman is the 
developer of the controversial Park Plaza 
urban renewal project, which the Real 
‘Paper (like the 
Phoenix) has stren- 
uously criticized 
from the beginning. 

It reminds one of 
Village Voice 
reporter Mary Perot 
Nichols’s comment 
after learning that 
New York magazine 
had purchased the 
Voice and that labor 
arbitrator and 
wheeler-dealer Theo- 
dore Kheel was 
on New York’s board 
of directors: ‘‘I 
shouldn’t be working 
for him. I should be

investigating him.” 

Only in this case we have a guy seeking 
to become owner of a publication that has 
been investigating him for years. 

The report was that Zuckerman wanted 
to name his old friend Martin Linsky as 
editor if he assumed ownership, a report 
that Linsky, now a Globe editorial writer, 
will neither confirm nor deny. Always a 
newsman at heart, Linsky often wrote for 
the Real Paper under the pseudonym 
“Politicus” while he was in the state 
legislature. 

Last Monday night, meanwhile, the 
Real Paper staff met and named David 
Gelber as the paper’s new editor. Gelber 
has been in town less than three months, 
but he has administrative experience — 
as a public affairs producer at WBAI, a 
Pacifica radio station in New York City, 
and as editor of Liberation, a 60s move- 
ment mag, before that. Under his direc- 
tion, the paper is expected to become 


more political, less sensational. 
* * * 


An upcoming TV Guide piece on 
Channel 5’s all night man, George 
Fennell, should provide a surprise — es- 
pecially for Channel 5 executives. The ar- 
ticle, written by Gerry Nadel, may be ac- 
companied by actual photographs of 
Fennell. 

So what? As “Five All Night” viewers 
can tell you, the station makes a thing out 


of never showing Fennell’s entire face — a 
big part of the guy’s mystique. Even the 
glossies the station sends out to his fans 
show him only in silhouette. That was to 
be the case with the T'V Guide story, too 
and the station had Fennell pose with 
backlighting for that purpose. So the 
photographer, Ellis Herwig, simply read- 
justed his camera to compensate and took 
very clear photos of Fennell anyway.

Suffolk Superior Court Judge Alan Di- 
mond has, to no one’s surprise, thrown out 
Peter Fuller’s $20 million libel suit 
against the Boston Globe. 

Fuller, who claims he cut short his cam- 
paign for governor last March after a 
masked gunman threatened him and his 
family (see Phoenix, June 25, 1974), 
charged the paper had maligned him by 
questioning his story (and, by implica- 
tion, his honesty). In the dismissal, 
though, Judge Dimond ruled that Fuller 
had failed to prove that a David Farrell 
column, an editorial and a news story con- 
tained “false insinuations” that the death 
threat “was fictitious.” I think I know 
what he’s trying to say, but it almost 
sounds as though the judge doesn’t 
believe Peter either.

It’s not the first time the Herald 
American has heavily edited a syndicated 
column. Once, in fact, Tom Wicker 
threatened to use his considerable in- 
fluence to get the New York Times to stop 
providing the Herald with its news service 
unless the paper stopped butchering his 
work. 

The difference, I guess, is that when 
someone butchers a William Safire 
column it’s hard to tell the difference. 
There were a number of editorial changes 
made at the Herald in Safire’s Nov. 11 
column on South Boston — some signifi- 
cant, some puzzling. 

Safire’s comment, for example, that 
“the NAACP’s ‘law versus mob’ adver- 
tising is ill-advised’ was deleted entirely 
by the Herald. The statement “it was not 
de facto segregation’ in the Times 
became “it was not purely de facto 
segregation” in the Herald. Now the bus- 
ing resistance ‘ ‘is non-violent” says the 
Times’s Safire. Now the busing resistance 
“thas settled down to orderly political ac- 
tivity and legal appeal,” reads the 
Herald’s version. And “segregation that is 
determined by where people live” became 
“segregation that comes about by residen- 
tial patterns.” Change for change’s sake. 

But I will give the Herald the benefit of 
the doubt and assume that it was through 
mere typographical errors that a reference 
to Howard Johnson’s ‘‘28 flavors” became 
“8 flavors” and, in one case, “injustice” 
became “‘justice.”

PROVIDENCE — You are 
forgiven if you don’t remember, 
but less than a year ago there 
was this basketball team from 
Buffalo who had played the 
Boston Celtics 20 times and had 
never, ever, beaten them.

The Bostons led by two at 
the midway point and held a 
three-point lead when they 
suddenly aquired a sense of the 
absurd, along with a disinclina- 
tion for putting the ball through 
the hoop. More often than not, 
they were denied the opportuni- 
ty to miss shots because for some 
inexplicable reason they usually 
passed the ball first to somebody 
wearing a blue shirt.

“I just 
couldn’t hit them.’’) while he 
thoroughly intimidated everyone 
else. 

It obviously does not enhance 
a Cowensless Celtics team when 
someone named Mr. Havlicek is 
going 4 for 17 from the floor, but 
for that matter, McAdoo was 
also having an off-night offen- 
sively. Fortunately for Buffalo, 
one Randy Smith was enjoying 
one of those evenings when the 
Celtics behaved as if they were 
consulting with the bookmakers 
at every time-out; for the better 
part of the night, the Boston club 
made a team effort not to guard 
him. Smith, who has been 
relegated to the quarterback role 
in Ernie D’s absence, scored a 
season-high 27 points, and 
although the Celtics made one 
desperate run to narrow the gap 
to 79-77, they once again fell flat 
and Smith & Co. stole and shot 
them silly. 

And all of a sudden, while no 
one’s been looking, Buffalo, in 
the Braves, Bills and Sabres, 
now has three first-place 
teams...

Barring a last-minute deal,- 
with the return of Phil Hankin- 
son, the fate of Steve Downing 
was sealed, a case of a good 
friend edging his buddy out of a 
job. Downing thus becomes the 
latest Celtic to develop symp- 
.. toms of the Clarence Glover Syn- 

€ drome, in that while he has ably 
x demonstrated over the course of 
a year and a half that he is not a 
terribly good basketball player, 
the Celtics still have to pay him 
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for at least the balance of this 
season. 

That, clearly, would not 
bother some teams — the 
Knicks, for example, have been 
known to have a 20-man payroll 
for an 11-man roster — but the 
Celtics have been inching their 
way back toward financial 
troubles. If the $4 million lawsuit 
judgment against Bob Schmertz 
holds up, it obviously means 
total disaster as far as the 
current ownership is concerned, 
and reportedly Schmertz’s other 
business ventures may be in 
some trouble, too. With the 
economy such as it is, retirement 
communities are about as 
profitable as, say, the New 
England Whalers. Or the New 
York Stars.

Even in the A.D. (After Dow- 
ning) era, the Celtics still face 
yet another imminent roster cut, 
with Dave Cowens improving 
every day to the point where he 
might be ready to play within 
the week. Even seven days ago, it 
appeared to be a foregone con- 
clusion that it would be an 
either/or decision between Hank 
Finkel and Jim Ard, but that is 
no longer necessarily the case. 


Finkel and Ard have both, 
probably, played their respective 
ways into a job, and Ard can play 
forward. This would leave Tom 
Heinsohn and Red Auerbach in 
the regretful position of dispos- 
ing of Bennie Clyde, if it comes 
to that, but there exists a third, 
dark horse possibility: if it could 
be worked out, there might be a 
deal made — like cash and a 
draft choice — for Lame Duck 
Don Chaney, whose services they 
have only through the spring 
anyway. This would solve more 
than one dilemma. If it seems 
far-fetched, consider: Paul 
Westphal and Chaney are vir- 
tually even in playing time so far 
this season, and when did you 
last see two Celtics rookie guards 
in the court as much as Kevin

Meanwhile, in Foxboro, Jim 
Plunkett decided to play Nelson 
Rockefeller to Cleveland defen- 
sive back Thom Darden’s 
Emmet John Hughes, com- 
pleting no less than five passes to 
the opposition with no questions 
asked. (One of the interceptions, 
one of Darden’s three pickoffs, 
was obviated by a Cleveland 
penalty.) Inasmuch as he com- 
pleted only nine passes to his 
own teammates, and since (a) 


Greg Pruitt ran the opehing 
kickoff back for a touchdown 
after the Patriots cleverly elected 
to kick into the wind (which had 
several people wondering if 
Chuck Fairbanks had secretly 
activated Abner Haynes and 
sent him out to call the coin 
toss), and since (b) the 
aforementioned Mr. Darden 
had, on the Patriots’ first posses- 
sion, scooped up a Mack Herron 
fumble — following one of 
Plunkett’s nine completed 
passes, yet — and scampered, 
unmolested, into the end zone, 


the ultimate effect on the tina 
score was somewhat deleterious. 

The Buffalo Bills, in the 
meantime, were succumbing to 
Houston, with the result that the 
Patriots, with their defense sur- 
rendering only seven points, still 
blew their chance to move into a 
first place tie and in fact 
dropped to third via the 21-14 
loss.

Which still is not the real 
point. The real point is that on 
any given weekend, with less 
than half as many people, there 
is twice as much booze floating 
around Harvard Stadium as 
at Schaefer. It’s been. going on 
for a hundred years, and they've 
managed to survive without the 
audience turning into a bunch of 
piranhas and performing grisly 
scissor rituals on one another. 
The real problem is that the 
Patriots have been selling too 
many tickets to those goddamn 
hockey fans ....

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The Beggar Leaves the Garden Empty-handed

It used to be a big thing. 

It didn’t matter whether the 
game was in October or May, 
whether the Stanley Cup was at 
stake or just a littlé piece of 
pride. If the Boston Bruins and 
the Montreal Canadiens were 
playing a game of hockey, then it 
was a very big thing. 

A Bruins-Canadiens match 
was one of those rare events that 
could make Boston Garden a 
young place. Scalpers roamed 
Causeway Street like an army of 
hookers. The Horse was filled 
with a good roar. The one-legged 
beggar on the east ramp made 
enough change on those nights to 
go home early. 

No longer. Expansion has 
stolen that kind of drama from 
us. The Canadiens were in town 
to play the Bruins Thursday 
night and all anybody could 
figure out was that it was the 


Charles F. Adams Division 
against the James Norris Divi- 
sion. 

What was that? The John 
Adams Division against the Irv 
Noren Division? And let’s 
see ... if the New York Rangers 
were playing the Vancouver 
Canucks, that would be the St. 
Patrick Division against the 
John Smith Division, right? 

Sportswriters called this a big 
game out of crusty habit. The 
Canadiens are in a division with 
the Los Angeles Kings, the 
Detroit Red Wings, the 
Pittsburgh Penguins and the 
Washington Capitals. The 
Bruins are in a division with the 
Buffalo Sabres, the Toronto 
Maple Leafs and the California 
Seals: these four teams will play 
the entire regular season to 
eliminate just one of themselves 
from the playoffs. 

“You know,” says John Kiley, 


“there used to be six teams in 
this league.” There are now 18, 
of which 12 will make the 
playoffs. 

And the next time the 
Canadiens play in Boston will be 
March. 

So Thursday evening should 
have been a precious gem, 
something to hold up to the light 
for a night. But it was not. The 
Canadiens fit comfortably and 
facelessly into the troops of 
Scouts and Blues and Flames 
that have been parading through 
the Garden doors. The teams all 
look alike now, which is ap- 
parently what Clarence 
Campbell wanted all along. 

The league’s only saving grace 
during this tedious regular 
season is the individual 
brilliance which in any 20 second 
span can still explain why there 
is no other sport that provides 
such a marvelous meld of grace 


and violence. 

All of the individual brilliance, 
all of the grace — there was no 
violence in a real upset — 
belonged to one man on Thurs- 
day night. In the Canadiens’ 
goal, Ken Dryden looked like the 
Ken Dryden of three years ago, 
which means that he looked like 
he was 8 feet tall, weighed 400 
pounds, had 14 legs, three sets of 
eyes, a dozen arms and more 
speed than the grocery store guy 
who puts the prices on the meat. 

“It was easily one of my more 
enjoyable games,”’ said Dryden 
in the locker room, answering 
every question like he was giving 
a jury summation. “With all 
those shots, it had to be one of 
my better games.” 

There were 40 shots on him in 
all, 32 in the first two periods. 
One got by, a second period slap 
shot by Bobby Orr that snuck its 
way through a traffic jam of 


arms, legs and sticks in front of 
Dryden. Other than that, 
Dryden played with the genius 
and versatility of a DaVinci. 
Glove saves, leg saves, stick 
saves, all with that mixture of 
gawkiness and elan Which he 
brings to the art of tending goal.

TV Challenge 


Considering Boston’s enormous young 
adult and particularly student-oriented 
population, the fact that that population 
is unrepresented in terms of TV programs 
and TV personalities and that com- 
munication with station management re 
new, innovative program ideas or re the 
possibility of merely being considered as a 
candidate for a position at a station is 
next to impossible, is shameful. 

Such unresponsiveness and 
malevolently prejudicial hiring practices 
appears to be clearly outside the laws 
within which TV stations are required to 
operate in order to qualify for FCC 
renewal of their licenses to use the public 
air waves. 

Utilizing my own knowledge of broad- 
cast law, extremely helpful related 
documents sent me by former FCC Com- 
missioner Nicholas Johnson, the legal ex- 
pertise of a public-spirited, video-oriented 
attorney, and the frustrating experiences 
of concerned community members and 
TV-oriented people in not being able to 
effectively communicate their ideas re 
what they would like to see on TV or, 
more directly, what they would like to 
participate in in TV, I am developing a 
challenge to the license renewal 
applications of the several area TV 
stations in response to their alleged bla- 
tant violations of FCC requirements for 
public participation in program planning; 
irresponsible non-adherence to FCC- 
specified major elements necessary to 
meet the public interests, needs, and 
desires of the community; flagrant 
defiance of FCC requirements charging 
stations with developing positive recruit- 
ment, training, job design, and other 
measures in order to insure genuine 
equality of opportunity to participate ful- 
ly in all organizational units, occupations, 
and levels of responsibility in the station; 
and other damaging offenses ranging from 
callous disregard of and unresponsiveness 
to job applicants and other community 
members to brazen elitism in hiring 
policies and program practices. 

If you can contribute to this effort in 


terms of documenting your own negative 
experiences at TV stations for potential 
inclusion in a Petition to Deny or in terms 
of helping to mobilize other individuals 
and groups who have been turned off by 
the lack of genuinely innovative program- 
ing and/or the frustrating unrespon- 
siveness of TV station management to 
new ideas and new talent, please let me

I don’t understand — with all the 
schlock masquerading as music these 
days, Herbst goes after one of the real peo- 
ple in rock, Jackson Browne. 

You seem to have a strong affection for 
John Lennon, which we read about in a 
previous review of yours. I will agree that 
Mr. Lennon’s latest is a vast improve- 
ment over his previous solo trash, but he 
is still caught lyrically in a rather deep 
rut. How many times can John say “I feel 
like a jerk/ I wish you hadn’t split” in one 
record? 

To compare John Lennon, 1974 to 
Jackson Browfe, 1974 in a lyrical perspec- 
tive would be totally absurd — almost as 
absurd as when you compared Walls and 
Bridges to Joni Mitchell’s Court and 
Spark. 

Unlike a Lennon or a James Taylor, 
Jackson knows how to use his voice, and 
chooses to change the instrumental struc- 
ture of a song to achieve a varying effect. 
The results are amazing and relatively 
unique. 

There are few “artists” today who can 
satisfy both musically and lyrically 
besides J.B. — Joni Mitchell is one; 
Stevie Wonder, Dan Fogelberg, Eagles 
and the Who are among these, but the 
point is that instead of cutting down one 
of the best we’ve got, we should be helping 


him to reach the millions of musical 
vegetables who would rather sit and listen 
to Mike Oldfield or Keith Emerson play 
with tape loops or to listen to “Smoke on 
the Water” more than “Rock Me on the 


Water.”

BBURG Crimes 


To Howard Husock: 

I read with great interest your article, 
“Probe Reopens into a Cold-blooded 
Crime” (October 22). I compliment you 
for accurately describing the situation 
that existed and how it is today. The sad 
part of all that happened is that wyites 
lost, blacks lost, and the bankers, FHA of- 
ficials and brokers laughed all the way to 
the bank. It is devastating that all those 
people involved (and there are over 50 
violators) in the destruction of the com- 
munity have not been indicted. 

Evidently you read the text of the 
hearings held in Boston in September of 
1971 and saw my statement. I lived in 
Mattapan, and was very much involved in 
trying to save the area. I received a call 
from Mr. Blum and Mr. O’Leary, who 
were in Boston in March 1971. They were 
in from Washington investigating possible 
violations. I was able to supply them with 
a great deal of information which they 
found to be helpful. 

I decided to write a book about all that 
happened to give readers a view of the 
terrible situation from a person who lived 
in the area. The more I investigated and 
interviewed, the surer I was that it was a 
deliberate plot against an area where they 
knew they would get the least possible 
resistance. 
scapegoats, the blacks became the pawns. 

Until 1967 Dorchester-Mattapan was 
relatively free of crime, peaceful, and the 
residents asked very little. Since it was 


The Jews became the. 


mostly an elderly community the people 
only wanted to live out their lives without 
bothering anyone or being bothered in 
return. It was stable, and if’ let alone 
would have remained so. I lived there all 
my life and now look back on Blue Hill 
Avenue, the boarded and burnt out stores 
that were once such a viable part of 
everyone’s life. Blue Hill Avenue is now 
Plywood City. 

Perhaps a lesson has to be learned here. 
Government agencies cannot be trusted. 
People have to be informed as to what is 
going on. Something like this (BBURG) 
will probably never happen again but 
those who violated the laws should not be 
able to get away with it. 

In February 1974, an article appeared 
in the Boston Globe informing the public 
that U.S. Atty. James Gabriel’s office was 
probing into the situation and in- 
dictments would be made before the 
summer. The season passed without any 
indictments made. I have been in cons- 
tant touch with Mr. Brooks, of that office, 
inquiring as to when indictments would 
be made. I really tried to get as much in- 
formation out of him by asking the same 
questions several different ways, trying to 
trip him into telling me some of the peo- 
ple who were being investigated, but he 
was too smart. I had heard of some names 
through the grapevine but he still would 
not admit to anything. Mr. Brooks in- 
formed me that they had so many other 
cases, but lacking man power they were 
slow in getting to it. By the time they get 
on with it half the people involved in the 
violations will be dead. 

It took Roxbury 20 years to change 
racially under normal conditions. It took 
Dorchester and Mattapan only three 
years to change under powers that 
deliberately maneuvered to destroy a 
stable community for their own gain. It is 
frightening to know that people can have 
all that power and are able to get away 
with it. After seeing all the foreclosures 
and abadoned homes, what has the poor 
black family gained?

“Basically, success sucks. And all the 
other crap that goes along with it. We’ve 
unconsciously come to the end of what 
you can do in America, how far you can 
succeed. And it’s nothing, it’s nowhere. 
It means billions of cops and people 
busted at your gigs. It means high prices 
and hassling over extra-musical stuff. 
It’s unnecessary, so we’re into busting it. 
That’s all. That’s it.” 

It’s not as simple as you might think. 
Grateful Dead guitarist Jerry Garcia, 
sitting beside his beautifully inlaid 
custom guitar in a hotel room across 
from Paul’s Mall (where he will play 
three nights with organist Merl 
Saunders) is not at all announcing the 
death of the Dead. Someone who’s been 
through the entire gamut of late 50s and 
60s changes is not about to throw out 
the baby with the bath water simply 
because of the hassles that have accom- 
panied mass success.

reflection on various levels of capacity, 
because everyone’s developing his own 
musical interests at whatever rate 
they’re capable of. It’s not a competitive 
trip. Everybody in the band is, in my 
opinion, a pretty good musician. It’s not 
like there are guys who are totally fuck- 
ed up. To me, just because of default, 
I’ve fallen into the role of being the main 
writer in the band. And I’m not really a 
writer, I’m not really a composer. I’m 
not even really a singer, you know? But 
these are roles, and since the band has 
needed them I’ve fallen into them, just 
like we all have. But it’s been on me to 
be the guy who’s developing the 
material. And frankly, I’m tired of my 
own writing, I’m bored with it. Since it’s 
sort of an artificial situation, I’m not an 
inspired writer. It represents work. I 
would rather let it happen, in terms of 
my own creativity, without the pressure 
of having to deliver a certain amount of 
material.” 


But do the Dead really have the 
musical ability to sustain all those long 
jams? 

“That partly has to do with the kind 
of situation we’ve had to play in. When 
we go out on tour we go out for maybe 14 
to 21 days, and we’re playing every other 
night in a different room. For every gig 
there’s the same series of adjustments, 
and it doesn’t give us a chance to get 
past a certain point. The first half we’re 
trying to psych out the room, we’re try- 
ing to understand what’s happening 
acoustically, which is purely mechanics. 
By the second half we’re starting to 
develop a sound in the room, and that’s 
the first step towards getting off into de- 
cent improvisation, which is where you 
can hear everybody clearly and any new 
idea has potential weight. 


“My fantasy is eventually for us to 
build a permanent place to perform in 
that would be like a whole theater. It

“We haven’t broken up, we've just 
stopped performing. We’re going to keep 
on recording, and we probably will get 
back into performing, but we’ll wait un- 
til we’ve had a chance to define how we 
want to do it. Our whole development 
has been ‘going along with the changes.’ 
It’s not as though we’ve plotted to get to 
a certain level. By just not thinking 


about it, or not making conscious_ 


decisions about what we were doing, we 
ended up in that place of stadiums, 
coliseums, large civic-owned and civic- 
controlled buildings, high ticket prices, 
enormous overhead, in an effort to fulfill 
the requirement of whatever the level 
change was. For example, we. changed 
from playing theaters to large places. 
The reason we were doing it was because 
there were more people who wanted to 
see us than we had time. So the obvious 


thing was to go to bigger rooms. Okay, so — 


that meant we can only go to bigger 
rooms if we sound good in them, and 
that led to our whole p.a. thing, which is 
expensive. Our rationale was ‘We'll 
divert the income into developing the 
resource’ because, really, we have a 
relationship with our audience, and 
we’re only interested in keeping that 
straight — independent of what the rest 
of the rock ’n’ roll world is doing. But the 
truth is we’ve been stuck in this total 
control situation; our whole lives are 
controlled by economic considerations. 
We’re sort of up against the back end of 
success.”” 

To the uninitiated, it might have 
seemed that the Grateful Dead became 
a mass success rather suddenly, about 
three years ago. According to Garcia, 
this was not really the case. In fact, ins- 
tant success might have been easier to 
deal with. “It’s been gradual. We’ve 
been really successful ever since the very 
beginning in terms of not really having 


to sweat surviving. We haven’t done 


really brilliantly, we haven’t scored big. 
We’ve only been able to raise the level of 
survival and also include more and more 
people in our trip. It’s been gradual, but 
that’s the really insidious thing about it. 
We were prepared mentally for any 
quick jump, but going slowly into this 
scene, it becomes almost habitual. 
Finally we all realized: ‘it’s gotten to the 
point where we can no longer really 
make enough money to keep it working 
at the present rate. And also there isn’t 
anything for us to get off on. We're 
removed from the audience, we’re 
removed from what we’re doing and it 
just is a drag.’ ” 

Did the Dead reach a point of musical 
stagnation? 

“IT feel that we have to spend more 
time developing ourselves musically, 
which is one of the reasons for taking a 
break, in addition to trying to solve all 
these other problems.” 

Does that mean allowing some of the 
other band members to catch up with 
him and Phil Lesh? 

“Well, basically that’s it, but it’s not a 


The band’s lack of musical growth 
and Garcia’s forced writing would seem 
to explain the flaws in the last two 
Grateful Dead albums, but Jerry feels it 
runs much deeper than that. “I never 
have been happy with an album. I never 
have thought ‘Well, this album is really 
neat.’ Making albums is our attempt to 
reconcile our musical identity with the 
rest of the world and the musical 
business. That’s been our dovetail. I 
don’t think we’ve pulled it off too good, 
mainly because the format is just fucked 
up. Eighteen minutes to a side is not an 
accurate representation of what we do.” 


would be small and tasty and it would 
have a permanent set-up.” 

Since the band has always been 
headquartered in the Bay Area, I 
wondered whether such a set-up would 
not make it difficult for the Dead’s East 
Coast fans to hear them. 

‘Well, we’re working on how to deal 
with that. The video thing is a possibili- 
ty and there’s also the possibility of hav- 
ing another house on this coast. We 
would play a run of about a month and 
really develop an advantage acoustically 
in a room. The thing that happens when 
we play in a place more than one night is

that it gets subtler and more articulate, 
and that’s the kind of thing that lets you 
go into new realms. When we went to 
Europe this last time we got into some 
new directions in improvisation which 
have been the opening of new, fertile 
ground. But even so, it would be too easy 
for us to keep on doing what we’ve been 
doing. We’ve got this large scene, and 
everybody’s developed this neurotic at- 
tachment to the Grateful Dead, just 
because that’s our baby. On the other 
hand, it’s only an invention.” 

The Grateful Dead are the only rock 
group that own their. own record com- 
panies. They are involved in every 
aspect of the business — producing, 
pressing, distribution and publicity — 
and a host of peripheral businesses have 
sprung up around that one initial idea. 
But various figures in the music in- 
dustry have predicted the venture will 
cause nothing but headaches for the 
Dead, and will eventually fail. Garcia 
claims he doesn’t see it in those terms. 

“‘We’ve never really tried to be 
successful, but we have in spite of that. 
It’s just been able to support itself, keep 
its own scene going. And we’ve been able 
to pool our energy so we’re getting more 
of it. Our record companies are doing 
okay, but we don’t have a huge amount 
of output. It’s all smaller now, because 
we've cut everything back to get tight 
focus. We sell as many copies, and the 
amount of improvement over how much 
we actually make from the records is 
amazing, compared to what we were 
making with Warner Brothers. And we 
own the company, so we can do it 
however we want. 

“These are all things that are weird 
for other reasons. The making of records 
is an amazing bummer. It’s a sweat- 
shop situation, one of the worst. It turns 
out to be this horrible scene — you 
wouldn't want to support it if you un- 
derstood how it works. In a pressing 
plant there will be a dozen people in a 
poorly ventilated, miserable place with 
hot vinyl fumes — the most 
monotonous, mindless kind of work and 
it’s an awful situation in which to work. 
I really object to it. Vinyl chloride is 
poisonous, it’s a carcinogen.” 

Shouldn’t he stop making records, 
then? 

“We're trying to finance the develop- 
ment of holographically storing audio 
information and avoiding discs and all 
the waste of petroleum-based products. 
And storing all of the Grateful Dead’s 
recorded past with none of the kind of 
things that you have with grooves — no 
wear, no surface noise, because it would 
be a light-scanning thing. Consequently 
it would be pretty hip ecologically. One 
of the things that’s really disgusting 
about the whole music business, and it’s 
disappointing for someone like me, is 
that there isn’t any effort on the part of 
the music business as a whole to develop 
this thing. They don’t care. They want 
to make the profit and that’s it. I mean, 
that’s America, that’s just the way 
America is. You can’t really do anything 
about it. You can’t change people’s 
heads. We used to try to do that but it’s 
turned out to be easier for us to get 
together as much stuff as we can do and 
focus it in new directions.” 


So Jerry Garcia has begun a period of 
experimentation, “woodshedding” and 
playing with small groups in small 
venues. However, this isn’t the first tour 
he’s made independent of the Grateful 
Dead. In the last three years he’s per- 
formed with a bluegrass group, Old And 
In The Way, and with organist Howard 
Wales, whose place in the Matrix (a 
Marin County, California club) jam 
sessions Merl Saunders now occupies. 
Both tours encountered the same two 
problems: the bands, quasi-bluegrass 
and quasi-jazz, were not in the same 
league with aggregations who devoted 
their full-time musical energies to those 
particular genres; and there was a major 
discrepancy between the expectations of 
the audience (who came to see Garcia) 
and Jerry himself, who intended to re- 
main in the background. 

When Garcia and Wales played at

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Billy Jack: Gerbil Commie

So who’s exploited? If I were a 
Native American, a radical 
college kid (1969 style), a prac- 
titioner of karate, a right- 
thinkin’, plain but womanly doer 
of non-violent good works, a psy- 
chotic state cop, a real estate 
developer, an abused child, an 
eagle, a mesa in Arizona, or a 
regular moviegoer, why then The 
Trial of Billy Jack might 
possibly give offense. So J’m let 
off. But the Billy Jack ex- 
perience — and this latest is but 


‘one of an eternally projected 


series — makes you stop and 
think a little. Along with the 
butter on the popcorn you buy in 
the lobby, you get heaps and 
heaps of Max Factor’s Simulated 
Blood. 

The situation in which Billy 
Jack Enterprises and Warner 
Communications left us in the 
previous movie was roughly as 
follows: 

Billy Jack (Tom Laughlin), 
the half-Indian Vietnam hero 
who has vigorously (to say the 
least) protected the Indian reser- 
vation and its Freedom School 
from adversity, has been 
sentenced to four years’ im- 
prisonment for manslaughter. 
His otherwise chaste female 
companion, Jean, who has been 
raped by a vengeful townie — 
this graphicall) rendered in Billy 
Jack — carries on in a spirit of 
dedication to his (Billy Jack’s) 
ideals. The Freedom School 
becomes a haven for unloved but 
clear-skinned adolescents eager 

to benefit from its courses in 
for Peace, 
Humane Wiretapping, Introduc- 
tory Relating and Strumming. 
All the currently relevant races, 
creeds and colors are represented 
there, in Panavision and 
Metrocolor. 

Lest this sound all too new and 
gruesome to the sizable geriatric 
contingent among Phoenix 
readers, I should point out — 
comfortingly, I hope — that Billy 
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A scene in The Trial of Billy Jack 


Jack is your basic Gary Cooper, 
strong, silent, stalwart type (but 
with more active feet), and Jean 
your Teresa Wright sort of 
heroine, full of strong stuff but so 
grateful to be comforted by a real 
man’s man. Billy Jack is, in fact, 
one of the more salable men’s 
men to hit the market in recent 
years. He is not a Communist 
sissy. He has short hair, but he 
isn’t a Nixon Cabinet member; 
it’s more a matter of being ef- 
ficiently stripped for battle — 
there’s nothing to be grabbed by. 
The little he says is grammatical 
arid even ironical-derisive, es- 
pecially when he deals with the 
hated Highway Patrol-State 
Police-Tactical Patrol Force 
types who show up to be kicked 
every reel or so. 

Though it goes on for almost 
three hours, The Trial of Billy 
Jack is really a film with a con- 
cise message. The stuffing is 
provided by the young men and 
women who portray the students 
at the Free School. At great 
length they exclaim, “That’s not 


fair!” or “Racism and corruption 
are bad!” And they murmur as 
crowds are given to murmuring 
when there is a surplus of highly- 
charged events to react to en 
masse. They were famously an- 
noyed, for instance, when Dan- 
ny, the marginally psychotic 
eight-year-old whose father had 
chopped off his right hand and 
who needed the kind of love and 
support only Billy Jack and Jean 
could give him so that, eventual- 
ly, he could play Christmas 
carols on the guitar with his 
prosthesis, was, in a fit of pique, 
machine-gunned to death along 
with his adored pet rabbit by the 
State Police. Wouldn’t you? Be 
annoyed, I mean. 

The Trial of Billy Jack has 
something for everyone. You 
may rest assured that the cost 
accountants have seen to that. 
Your Christian Scientist 
necrophiliac, your guilt-ridden 
psychopath, your genocidal 
pacifist: each will find his kinky 
gratification. Spirituality, even, 
is not left out. When things are 


getting tough and the School 
people need Billy to perform the 
functions of a barroom bouncer, 
Billy is up there in the moun- 
tains, squatting naked in a fetid 
hut with Grandfather. His 
spiritual quest takes him on an 
inadvertent speleological expedi- 
tion wherein he stares down 
snakes, bats, immaterial filmy 
creatures and a Billy Jack exact- 
ly like himself but for the garisf 
blue makeup. An Indian maiden 
whose characterization was in- 
spired perhaps by Land o’ Lakes 
Butter instructs him in the four 
degrees of, forbearance, from 
Truck Driver to Jesus Christ 
Plus. Billy Jack is thus prepared 
to go out and kick ass. In so do- 
ing, he kills the Governor, who is 
a tool of the oil and real estate 
interests. Consequently, there is 
a lavish pogrom against hippies 
and would-be social workers. 
The affairs of the Freedom 
School are plunged into disarray. 
There is plentiful moanin’ and 
weepin’ and retchin’ and flailin’ 
and layin’ and carryin’ on. The 


people of the Freedom School 
had throughout the film sought 
only to achieve “meaningful 
relationships,’’ as they put it, 
whereas the cowboy-hatted 
townspeople had gone around 
mean-hostile from the outset, 
mean, -real mean, slugging ger- 
bils and busting up clavichords 
and. doing whatever their mean 
little Warner Brothers men-. 
talities could hit upon. They 
even had S&M at their local 
American Legion. 

So this is a rank, provocative 
tsimmis. What else could go into 
it? you might ask. A sequel is 
threatened. At least this seems 
evident from the last scene, in 
which Billy and a friend wheel 
Jean and Carol (the frustrated 
rehabilitator of the deceased 
child carol-strummer) to the 
iltar in a stirring non- 
denominational service featuring 
“Give Peace a Chance,” a little 
late in the day, maybe. After all 
this carnage? 

But Billy Jack Enterprises, by 
this writing, will surely have 
moved on to the best advice that 
Harvard Business School, game- 
planners and Scientologists can 
provide. In the next film will 
there be an all-out death struggle 
with the anti-Environmentalists 
who lust to fill the Grand Ca- 
nyon with discarded Hostess 
Twinkies wrappers? Will there 
be sinister overtures from 
Colonel Sanders and Bergdorf 
Goodman, who, in tandem, will 
be plotting to open up Freedon 
School franchises? Will Billy 
Jack take up the cause of the 
albino transvestites, so mis- 
erable but so numerous and 
unspoken-for in the western 
states? Will there be a boom in 
the market for smelly white 
woolen socks such as those dis- 
played when Billy Jack removes 
his boots for relevant stomping? 
Will Dr. Scholl get free adver- 
tising, therefore, in the up- 
coming sequel? So who’s ex- 
ploited?

LE PETIT THEATRE DE 
JEAN RENOIR. Produced, 
written, directed and narrated 
by Jean Renoir. Director of 
Photography: Georges 
Leclerc.

This composite of three con- 
summately crafted vignettes and 
one short musical interlude, 
made for Frnech television in 
1969, is Jean Renoir’s latest 
masterpiece and (since he is 80 
years old now and reportedly in 
failing health) very possibly his 
last. It has that crystalline com- 
pactness and synoptic quality 
common to the final works of ag- 
ing geniuses, plus a breadth and 
wit that make it readily accessi- 
ble to anyone, as either the 
perfect summation of or the 
perfect introduction to Renoir’s 
career. 

Renoir appears before each 
episode to make the necessary 
introductions, standing beside a 
puppet-size stage upon which all 
of the action is magically set; the 
juxtaposition of director and 
prop calls attention to the ar- 
tist’s distance from and

manipulation of his material, as 
well as to the sense of scale and 
spatial relationship that he plays 
upon throughout the film. His 


characters are intentionally tiny - 


and streamlined, their situations 
ironic but never complex, and 
yet nothing about the film ever 
seems small; in fact, quite the 
opposite. Renoir’s pose as 
puppeteer suggests a small scale, 
yet the simplicity with which 
even his craziest characters are 
conceived renders them delight- 
fully broad; too much so to be 
lifelike. In this and every other 
aspect of the film Renoir’s wit is 
delicate and his irony light, his 
artistry all the more effective for 
its acknowledgement of artifice. 

“The Last Christmas Dinner,” 
the first and most sentimental of 
the three tales, is loosely derived 
from Hans Christian Andersen’s 
“The Little Match Girl,” though 
it palliates the tear-jerking 
aspect of the original by en- 
dowing a starving vagrant, brav- 
ing the elements on Christmas 
Eve, with comic hauteur, and by 
pitting him against a crew of 
drunken show-biz grotesques. 
“The Electric Floor Waxer,” the 
zaniest episode, uses a light- 
opera chorus of singing 
bureaucrats to tell the story of a

housewife who believes that the 
sheen on her dining-room floor 
has the same sort of cachet a 
Rolls Royce might have for a 
prostitute, and who accidentally 
murders her first husband by 
overwaxing. Jeanne Moreau 
appears in a brief Belle Epoque 
entr’acte, singing a sad (and un- 
fortunately unsubtitled) love 
song in a surprisingly fragile 
soprano; the song, like much of 
the film, sets the poignancy of 
old age and barrenness against a 
soothing, gentle backdrop. And 
the final installment, ‘““The King 
of Yvetot,’’ features an in- 


gratiating cast in the story of a 
strangely compatible menage a 
trois. The film ends with a long 
laugh and theatrical bow from 
the threesome and the townspeo- 
ple whose mores they have learn- 
ed merrily to defy. 

The episodes do not mesh par- 
ticularly well with one another 
(nor have they apparently been 
meant to) but they do form a 
progression of sorts. The first 
conveys the pathos of age and 
poverty (while suggesting that 
both can be transcended by suf- 
ficient joi de vivre); the second 
depicts technological sterility 


(while exploring its comic 
possibilities); and the third 
revels in its characters’ sustain- 
ing peculiarities and in the no- 
tion that, since eccentricity is 
everything, the failure to indulge 
one’s quirks leads to trouble. 
Above all else, the film delights 
in unconventionality and whim- 
sy; its fancifulness is rivaled 
only by its wisdom as the source 
of its enormous appeal.

The Imp of the Perverse is a 
green dwarf with a runny nose, 
red eyes, chancres oozing all over 
his reptilian skin and a dong that 
dangles below his knees.

tricks. There isn’t a sympathetic 
character in the film; that’s all 
right, shades of evil can be in- 
teresting, but Morrissey doesn’t 
give us shades. He gives us two 
— count ’em, two — character- 
izations, and every player 
adheres to one or the other. 
There is fey petulance, as per- 
sonified by the Count, and there 
is fey bitchiness, as exemplified 
by Joe Dallesandro, the hired 
hand. The four wenches and the 
Count’s secretary are of the 
latter stripe, though occasionally 
the girls slide into sulking. 
Dracula, in need of a virgin’s 
blood to sustain his non-life, 
comes to Italy, where he has 


heard there are virtuous females. 
Drac and his impossibly 
suggestive secretary, Arno Juerg- 
ing, fall in with an aristocratic 
family on the skids,. One by one, 
Dracula goes through the four 
daughters, looking for untainted 
blood; unfortunately, the hired 
hand got there first, so the 
pickings are slim. Morrissey in- 
cludes many elegant fuck scenes 
— this guy sure knows how to 
shoot them. However, during the 
screening I attended, the 
predominantly male audience 
had a disturbing tendency to 
cheer whenever Dallesandro 
began to manhandle or rape the 
women, which he did without 
apparent motivation. Perhaps 
the audience was cheering 
because these flashes of brutality 


provided the only moments 
when the film reared out of its 
stupor. Maybe Morrissey is say- 
ing only pain and sadism count, 
that such is life. No, he probably 
just threw them in for the hell of 
it. 

Towards the end, Dallesandro 
grabs an ax and starts hacking 
away at the Count, lopping off 
limbs wholesale. The blood 
doesn’t mean much; it’s as 
though Dallesandro were carving 
up a steer. Udo Kier is one of the 
most ineffectual screen Draculas 
in memory. He may very well be 
a fine actor (and he certainly 
looks like a vampire), but given 
his role, or the tone of the film, 
there is nothing-for him — or 
anyone — to do.

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The Laying Mallets and Hands

Harvard’s Sanders Theatre, 
that wooden acoustical temple 
inside that 19th-century brick 
monstrosity called Memorial 
Hall, is a perfect place to hear 
music — once they let you in. At 
the scheduled start of the Keith 
Jarrett-Gary Burton Halloween 
concert, the audience was con- 
fined to the vestibule (the same 
scene occurred last spring at Bil- 
ly Cobham’s appearance). This 
delay was caused by the Harvard 
Marching Band’s late departure 
(did they leave playing?) and a 
malfunctioning piano pedal. 
Jarrett, Burton and the sell-out 
crowd were all bummed out, in 
the crowd’s case unnecessarily so 
(unless total silence is required 
to repair piano pedals). 

Happily, this pre-musical in- 
convenience was the low point of 
a memorable evening. The 
listeners entered to some blues 
by the three-year-old Harvard 
University Jazz Band, under the 
direction of trombonist Tom 
Everett. The Band’s five 
numbers revealed a surprisingly 
polished ensemble, one that has 
lapses in legato phrasing but 
punches out tight, Basie-esque 
passages like pros. The trombone 
section was individually and 
collectively impressive on 
“Yardbird Suite,” and alto sax- 
ophonist Steve Sachs took 
several adept solos. 

Keith Jarrett guided the 
stagehands in exact placement 
of the now-repaired grand piano, 
made a one-word speech 
(“Hello”), and proceeded to 45 
minutes of solo piano. With all 
the excellent music he has made 
in the past few years, I still ap- 
proach each Jarrett performance 
with caution, for there is always 
the danger that his less in- 
teresting affectations will 
dominate. These gospel or dron- 
ing tendencies, which put the 
listener into a stupor, occur more 


frequently in Jarrett’s solo per- 
formances: they marred his 
Symphony Hall appearance a 
year ago, and surface sporadical- 
ly on the impressive Solo- 
Concerts (ECM 3-1035/37). At 
Sanders the barren moments 
were all but absent; I found 
myself totally involved in the 
long creation, and cannot recall 
an instance where I’ve heard 
Jarrett play better. 

The symphonic architecture of 
the solo was a stroke of genius, 
imposing coherence on what was 
surely a spontaneous creation. 
Four distinct “‘movements”’ were 
identifiable: parts one and three 
balladic, with right-hand 
melodies flowing over a smooth 
two-chord vamp in the left (Bill 
Evans's ‘‘Peace Piece’’ was 
brought to mind), while the 
even-numbered movements were 
based on gospel chord patterns 
and were rhythmically more in- 
tense. Undertones of black 
church music were always pre- 
sent, however, even in the ballad 
section, though never the mere 
funk cliches most pianists use to 
call up their heritage. Jarrett 
was concerned not only with 
melodic development but also 
with the finest nuances of tempo 
and touch; his sound, always 
beautifully full, displayed enor- 
mous range. Often he would 
employ contrasting attacks 
simultaneously, giving his hands 
both rhythmic and timbral in- 
dependence, a rarity in most jazz 
piano. 

Jarrett’s brilliance made the 
transitions between movements 
sound inevitable rather than 
abrupt. The first fast section 
found Keith turning on the 
technique and raising the 
volume, then shifting gears, pull- 
ing back with a convoluted, 
isolated right-hand phrase, and 
rebuilding again. As usual, his 
body moved to the time of his 


“muse. Often he appeared to

kneel in prayer; sometimes, still 
playing, he threatened to crawl 
under the piano; and when com- 
ing out of his vigorous climaxes, 
he plucked a soft right-handline 
like a master pickpocket filching 
a wallet. 

A flurry of Tatum-quick runs, 
atonal melodies and clusters led 
back to the ballad mood and a 
left hand variation on the 
pattern used in the solo’s open- 
ing section. After some locked- 
hands work, the gospel shout was 
reintroduced. Occasional broken 
rhythms kept the listener off 
balance, but Keith settled down 
for a spell of more predictable 
blues progressions. Then, when 
the solo threatened to settle into 
arut, Jarrett began to chip away 
at the gospel chord. Finally his 
hands sped to opposite ends of 
the keyboards, and some incredi- 
ble ragtime allusions brought the 
piece to a close. The audience 
offered the deserved standing 
ovation, and Keith replied with a 


simple “Thank you.” 
Anything that followed 
threatened to be anticlimactic, 
but Gary Burton’s quintet 
offered a strong set of jazz spiced 
with rock. Burton has a knack 
for choosing interesting material 
(supplementing contributions by 
band members were pieces by 
Jarrett, Mike Gibbs, Carla Bley 
and Eberhard Weber) and 
talented sidemen, and the 
prowess of this new Burton group 
carried the hour-long set. Ac- 
tually it’s an old/new group, 
bassist Steve Swallow and 
drummer Bob Moses having 
recently returned to the rhythm 
section. The familiar vibes- 
guitar front line has been ex- 
panded to include a second 
guitarist, with newcomer Pat 
Metheny playing predominantly 
in the rhythm section. In his two 
solos, Metheny displayed longer, 
more lyrical lines than did Mick 
Goodrick, who preferred faster 
fingering and the modulation of

short, intense phrases. The 
ensemble possibilities of the new 
format were best displayed on 
Eberhard Weber’s ‘“The Colours 
of Chloe,” in which Goodrick 
and Swallow played the 
memorable melody over a vamp 
by Burton and Metheny. 
Another outstanding composi- 
tion was Carla Bley’s “‘Vashkar,” 
sounding quite different from the 
way it does in the classic recor- 
ding by Tony Williams’s 
Lifetime. 

The young veterans of the 
quintet were the major points of 
interest. Swallow is working ex- 
clusively on bass guitar, and his 
speed emphasizes that he is 
playing a guitar without neglec- 
ting the instrument’s lower oc- 
taves. Moses has improved 
greatly since leaving Burton in 
the late ’60s; he shows a new con- 
cern for spacing his percussive 
ideas as well as a more resonant 
sound throughout his drum kit. 
The clean muscularity (power 
without undue distortion) of the 
amplified ensemble buried the 
leader’s vibes in the early 
numbers, but mixing ad- 
justments permitted Burton’s 
furious four-mallet work to sur- 
face. ““The Sunset Bell,” Gary’s 
unaccompaned feature, was the 
best opportunity for studying his 
highly personal mix of single 
lines, left-hand comping, 
countermelodies, block chords 
and smears (the last obtained by 
dragging a mallet across the 
keyboard). Even with all of his 
Berklee training, Burton has 
created his own techniques out of 
necessity. Vibist Karl Berger 
recently said that the only in- 
struction he ever received was 
“to always play one mallet after 
another. Don’t play one mallet 
twice.” Burton ignores this rule, 
and can consequently play more 
music with one mallet (not to 
mention all four) than most 
vibists manage with two.

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Newgrass From Old Seeds

One of the few great truths 
concerning modern American 
music is its omnivorous appetite. 
What we've come to know as 
rock has grown by absorbing the 
sounds of any and all cultures. 
Musical cross-pollination has 
sown the seeds of pop stardom: 
country western plus blues gave 
us Elvis Presley; gospel and jazz, 
Ray Charles. With the possible 
exception of polkas, it seems 
every musical form has, at some 
time or other, been joined to rock 
by a hyphen and enjoyed a cycle 
of popularity. But genetics, for 
those unversed in the science, is 
not bound by the laws of incest 
— breeders can “back cross” and 
mate parents with their own 
children. That this has come to 
be part of our musical evolution 
is shown today by a largely word- 
of-mouth genre that’s been given 
the name “‘newgrass’”’ — a cross 
between that Appalachian jazz 
called bluegrass and, well, just 
about anything you might hear 
on the radio. Already scrutinized 
by select musicologists (in the 
Journal of American Folklore), 
the results of this mandolin-in- 
the-melting-pot breed include 
mutations both healthy and ab- 
surd, innovative and boring, but 
generally worthy of a listen. 

Before offering a newgrass 
sampler, though, we'll have a bit 
of historical digression. Contrary 
to the popular notion, bluegrass 
did not begin with either Bonnie 
and Clyde or Deliverance. The

sound of banjo breakdowns and 
high, lonesome yodels first 
flowered in the late ’30s and ear- 
ly *40s, led by the anointed 
father of bluegrass, Bill Monroe 
(and his Bluegrass Boys). Among 
bluegrass’s more dramatic links 
to the pop mainstream is Elvis 
Presley’s first recording date, 
wherein he included an up- 
tempo version of the Monroe 
trademark “‘Blue Moon of Ken- 
tucky.”’ Having drifted into 
relative obscurity, bluegrass has 
enjoyed a comeback of sorts 
since the ’50s, coincident with 
either movie themes and/or its 
“discovery” by non-Southerners. 
The folk music boom of the early 
’60s led stars like Monroe, Flatt 
and Scruggs and the Stanley 
Brothers off the circuit of small- 
town gyms and legion halls. 
Among the side effects was the 
beginning of newgrass: Flatt and 
Scruggs doing Dylan songs and a 
group of Bostonians called the 
Charles River Valley Boys adap- 
ting the Beatles to banjoes. 
Despite such hokey roots, this 
cross-cultural communication 
has recently produced more 
viable offspring. 

Those who make it their 
business to know such things 
(like Somerville’s Rounder 
Record Collective) trace the 
term “‘newgrass’’ to a Lexington, 
Kentucky group called the 
Bluegrass Alliance which releas- 
ed a record entitled ‘‘Newgrass”’ 
four years ago. The album, 
featuring adaptations of top 40, 
Dylan and Gordon Lightfoot, has 
become deservedly obscure, but 
the term has stuck and now 
applies to music of higher quali- 
ty. 

Foremost among the newgrass,

for this writer, is that of the 
Kentucky-bred Osborne 
Brothers. Veterans of Nashville’s 
Grand Ole Opry, banjoist Sonny 
and mandolinist Bobby Osborne 
are solidly based in traditional 
bluegrass (Bobby began his 
career at age 13 with Bill 
Monroe). The Osbornes, over the 
past five years, have accom- 
modated an ever more eclectic 
choice of material and brought 
their mountain-high harmonies 
to non-traditional melodies. 
They don’t call their music 
newgrass, by the way, preferring 
“The Osborne Sound.” But hav- 
ing produced records like 
Osborne Brothers (Decca DL 
75271), they have no reason for 
modesty. Using the kinds of in- 
tricate harmonies rock 
enthusiasts might think were 
limited to Crosby, Stills and 
Nash, along with heavy steel 
guitar and percussion not com- 
mon to bluegrass, the Osbornes 
adapt Randy Newman’s Stephen 
Foster parody (“My Old Ken- 
tucky Home’’), offer social com- 
ment on the New South (“Miss 
Those Georgia Pineywoods’’) 
and recall their own upbringing 
in ‘‘Banjo-Ringing Saturday 
Night.” 

Culturally opposite to the 
Osbornes is Ithaca, New York’s 
Country Cooking, a group of six 
Yankees and one North Carolina 
mandolin player who’ve com- 
bined saxophones and syn- 
thesizers with banjoes and 
fiddles to produce surprisingly 
and consistently good music. 
Featuring banjo duets and in- 
tricate, original instrumentals, 
their best record, Barrel of Fun 
(on Rounder Records) brings to 
bluegrass (says the group in the 


liner notes) the influences of 
“cowboy music,” “the Middle 
East,” “Chicago Blues,” “south 
of the border,” ‘“‘Nashville’’ and 
mitzvah music.” All for the 
same low price. Sometimes, such 
amalgams are stretched too far, 


though. In a solo album 
(Bluegrass Light), Country 
Cooking’s brilliant banjo player, 
Tony Trischka, tries to mate 
avant-garde jazz and Scruggs- 
style picking. The offspring, un- 
fortunately, is sterile. 
Somewhere between the 
cultural extremes of Country 
Cooking and the Osborne 
Brothers is California’s Country 
Gazette, a virtuoso quartet 
sparked by the inspired fiddling 
of Byron Berline, the only 
National Fiddle Contest cham- 
pion to play with the Rolling 
Stones. An offshoot of the 
numerous California country 
groups (most notably, the Flying 
Burrito Brothers), they’ve 
recorded what is certainly the 
best titled, if not the best, 
newgrass album. Don’t Give Up 
Your Day Job (United Artists 
UA-LA090) amply demonstrates 
how Gazette can play rings 
around most bluegrass-based 
bands in the country. What’s 
more, their nearly-constant four- 
part, super-slick harmonies give 
their vocals an unrivaled 
fullness. Day Job features adap- 
tations of Flatt and Scruggs, 
Steve Stills and Don McLean — 
done in a way that makes you 
think you’ve never heard the 
songs before. Fiddler Berline 
takes Irish jigs to new heights on 
original instrumentals, while the 
quartet as a whole excels on a 
quintessential newgrass song 
called “Singing All Day and 


Dinner on the Ground,” which 
combines old-time hymns with a 
contemporary perspective. 

The Gazette owes much of its 
computer-like harmoney to a 
bluegrass-cum-newgrass group 
called Country Gentlemen, one 
of a number of innovative bands 
who record for (really) Rebel 
Records. The Gents, as they were 
known, were made up of Virginia 
musicians, Washington-area 
suburbanites and a Texas guitar 
picker. After recording a classic 
album called Bringing Mary 
Home (Rebel SLP 1478), the 
Gents split up, some members 
forming the core of a Washington 
newgrass group called the 
Seldom Scene. In Seldom Scene 
Act One (Rebel SLP 1511), they 
bring some rather folky- 
sounding harmonies and basic 
bluegrass picking to James 
Taylor and Arlo Guthrie tunes, 
among others. While not ap- 
proaching the musicianship of 
Country Gazette, they do take 
the latter’s advice on work — 
playing only part-time, despite a 
growing reputation. 

- And for those who worry about 
such things, there does remain a 
band that retains the 
“newgrass” in its name. The 
Newgrass Revival, one of few 
newgrassers who've played in 
Boston (last winter), are led by 
wunderkind Sam Bush. He_ 
worked the Grand Ole Opry with 
Roy Acuff at age 14 and now 
plays fiddle, mandolin and 
guitar for the Revival. The group 
evidences some of the dilemmas 
that now plague the new style. 
They’re a quartet of young 
Southerners who can play Bill 
Monroe almost as well as Bill 
Monroe, but choose, just as 
often, to emulate Leon Russell, 
as on New Grass Revival 
(Starday SLP 482-498). The 
results prove that rock songs can 
be adapted for banjo and man- 
dolin — but fail to demonstrate 
much reason for doing so. Many 
newgrassers are young and vers- 
ed in tradition but ambitious for 
a more contemporary identity. 
While the seeming paradox is 
producing mixed results, the 
mere existence of something like 
newgrass does bespeak a con- 
tinuing vitality in American 
music that the much-slandered 
mass media have, in this case, 
fostered, not stifled. 

Should any of the albums 
described seem interesting, I ad- 
vise the Harvard Coop, or, in the 
case of off-brands like Rebel and 
Rounder, the Rounder Collec- 
tive, 186 Willow Ave., Somer- 
ville.

Santana: BORBOLETTA

A funny thing happened on 
my way to reviewing Borboletta, 
the new Santana album: I found 
a long-time Santana sideman, 
Jose “Chepito” Areas, making 
decidedly higher quality music 
than his better-known 
bandleader. 

Carlos Santana may share 
Mahavishnu John McLaughlin’s 
guru, Sri Chinmoy, but he in no 
way partakes of the same body of 
technical knowledge and ability. 
Whether in a more typical Latin- 
rock setting or backed by jazz 
bassist Stanley Clarke and per- 


_ cussionist Airto Moreira, Carlos 


plays variations on the same 
blues themes he introduced on 
his first Santana album. And his 
spiritual attitude, his lyrics and 
the tunes he has selected don’t 
seem to inspire in either group of 
accompanists any extraordinary 
amount of imagination. 

The more jazz-oriented second 
side of Borboletta is, to be sure, 
more interesting than the first. 
There is the chant-like 
“Mirage,” written and sung by 
pianist-vocalist Leon Patillo and 
given a conservative, eloquent 
reading by Carlos, organist Tom 
Coster, Armando Peraza on con- 
gas and Santana originals Dave 
Brown (bass) and Michael 
Shrieve (drums). And “Promise 
of A Fisherman,” the third in a 
series of jazz pieces, creates the 
only truly distinctive framework 
for improvisation on the entire 
album. 

But there is nothing to match 
the excitement of almost any 
piece on Jose “Chepito” Areas. 
The settings leave behind prac- 
tically any trace of Santana- 
style rock; though many of the 
sidemen (Martin Fierro, Neal 
Schon, Tom Coster, Richard 
Kermode, Doug Rauch) have 
worked with Santana, under the 
tutelage of “‘Chepito’’ they 
produce ineluctably churning 
Latin music. Within this tight 
framework, spurred by Areas’s 
slight but surprising 
arrangements and his fierce lyric 
sentiments (hear the repetitive 
theme of -“Funky Folsom’’) the 
musicians make real jazz. 

Unfortunately, the credits 
don’t match specific musicians 
with the tunes, but I suspect 
Neal Schon is doing all that deft, 
marvelously compressed guitar 
work; and one of the pianists 
listed (Carlos Federico or Wally 
Chilcott) cuts through the hot 
street sounds with Monk-ish dis- 
sonances and smart un- 
derstatements. The combination 
of inspired (though controlled) 
improvisation and cleverly 
blended Latin rhythmic and har- 
monic cliches creates a kind of 
street jazz as intense as it is un- 
expected.

Badfinger wasted no time get- 
ting out this album. Last 
spring’s release, their first for 
Warner Bros., was perhaps the 
dreariest of the band’s career; 
Wish You Were Here is at least a. 
partial recovery and couldn’t 
have come quickly enough. It’s a 
postcard bearing good and bad 
tidings. The former is that Pete 
Ham has finally slackened his 
tiresome pursuit of the Big 
Ballad, the one that would put 
him on a par with his quondam 
mentor, Paul McCartney. His 
contributions here are burlier; 
they’re still Beatle-ish, of course, 
but they rock. Were I an AM 
program director, Ham’s “Just a 
Chance”’ would get what it asks 
for and more. It has the impell- 
ing oomph absent from Bad- 
finger’s last album. Ham’s 
“Dennis” is a modest suite of 
variegated tempi that unfolds 
and blossoms with a beautiful, 
incremental logic. The track 
segues effortlessly from the 
statuesque to the gusty to the 
deliquescent, from earth to air to 
water. 

Missing is the fourth element, 
fire, and this is the bad news 
which by now comes as little sur- 
prise. Badfinger still lacks that 
spark of personality necessary to 
ignite great rock. Perhaps this is 
what comes from having been 
the Beatles’ apprentices for so 
long, but whatever the source of 
the group’s stodginess, it con- 
tinues to manifest itself in often 
sodden rhythms and lackluster 
vocals. It’s as if the time and 
energy Badfinger devoted to ap- 
ing the Beatles sapped them of 
all individuality, even now that 
they have absconded to Warner 
Bros. in an attempt to shed the 
Fab Four monkey from their 
collective back. 

More recent Beatle proteges 
are Bill Elliot and Bob Purvis, 
who call themselves Splinter. 
Their debut, one of the first 
albums released under the aegis 
of George Harrison’s Dark Horse 
label, is produced by none other 
than Mr. Krishna himself, who; 
in addition to playing a passel of 
instruments, peopled the sessions 
with the likes of Klaus Voorman, 
Billy Preston, Gary Wright and 
Alvin Lee. But Splinter elude 
the anonymity such an all-star 
supporting cast would seem to 
guarantee and recall not the 
Beatles so much as Stealers 
Wheel. Yes, on one track the 


vocal could be John Lennon’s, 
and on another George 
Harrison’s, but Splinter’s roots 
in wistful folk harmonies and 
working-class melancholy tote 
up to the spitting image of Gerry 
Rafferty and Joe Egan. Purvis is 
such as appealing tunesmith 
(“Costafine Town, ” “Drink All 
Ma ” “China Light” and “The 
Place I Love,” even if you hear 
them only once, will play in your 
mind for weeks) and Elliot such 
a touching singer that the group 
overcomes both the comparisons 
it invites and Harrison’s oc- 
casionally ponderous production 
to figure as very much its own 
entity, catchy and pensive. Pur- 
vis’s always personal and often 
eloquent lyrics lend another 
assist, bestowing upon his songs 
an authenticity Badfinger’s sore- 

ly want.

This can be filed under either 
“Stewart” or “Faces” on your 
shelf (if you actually kept them 
separate in the first place), since 
almost all of the boys from the 
band back Rod here — terrific 
thumper Kenny Jones, pianist 
Ian McLagen, and of course 
guitarist Ron Wood. But a dis- 
cussion of identity in terms o 
personnel is rather beside the 
point, for this record primarily 
has to be taken, I think, as a 
symptom of Stewart’s own 
current confusion about his 
musical place. 

Stewart wrote hardly anything 
for Smiler, but perhaps this lazy 
mishmash of material is offered 
as evidence of confident ver- 
satility. Whatever the case, the 
result comprises some splendidly 
driven rock, some ‘‘Maggie 
May’”’-style nostalgia, and not a 
few absolute embarrassments. In 
the last category, Goffin and 
King’s great and famous 
‘‘Natural Woman’ becomes

transsexual by Stewart’s sur- 
gery: “Natural Man” must be 
heard to be believed. A Sam 
Cooke medley sounds like some 


old Animals’ outtake. Dylan’s 
“Girl the North Country” is only 
as tolerable as the original, 
which to my ears was not very, 
but a guitar duet of Lerner and 
Loewe’s ‘‘I’ve Grown Ac- 
customed to Her Face” doesn’t 
offend. 

The mandolin-backed, teary- 
eyed stuff includes a pleasant 
number from Stewart (with 
Martin Quittenton, the 
customary non-Faces guitarist) 
entitled “Farewell.” In a similar 
vein are the AM-ish Stewart- 
Wood “Dixie Toot,” although 
this one becomes rousing, and 
Paul McCartney’s sweetly sad 
“Mine for Me,” which, if you 
choke up whenever Rod does, 
should really make you weep in 
your beer. 

Possibly redeeming the album 
for many will be the healthy dose 
of propulsive rock ’n’ roll — 
Berry’s “Sweet Little Rock ’n’ 
Roller,” “Hard Road,’’ Stewart- 
‘Wood’s “Sailor,” and the best 
cut, John-Taupin’s “Let Me Be 
Your Car” (with Elton hammer- 
ing the ivories). These have 
mostly the same changes, the 
same filthy chordings by Wood; 
over each soars Rod, expressive 
and hoarse. These cuts are pure 
Stones: the opening of “Let Me 
Be Your Car” would fool just 
about anyone on a blindfold test. 
However many other guitarists 
(from R&B to heavy metal) try 
for that Stones distortion, Wood 
alone seems able to duplicate the 
grimy thrills of Richard’s (and 
before him, Jones’s) chords. 

So if you are sent into stom- 
ping and twitching by “Stay 
With Me,” with its incredible 
beginning and multiple endings 
(I freely admit to such parox- 
ysms), you may want Smiler for 
the hard cuts alone.

New Orleans and the 
Mississippi delta are often por- 
trayed as the home of the blues, 
yet a great deal of vocal and in- 
strumental blues was spawned in 
the Mid and Southwest. Boogie 
woogie, the orchestral piano 
style characterized by steady 

(often eight to the bar) left-hand 

bass lines, was originally labeled 


“Texas” piano; of the “original 
giants” featured on Columbia’s 
1938-41 recordings, three (Jim- 
my Yancy, Albert Ammons, 
Meade Lux Lewis) were 
Chicagoans, while Pete Johnson 
hailed from Kansas City. 

Boogie woogie is highly per- 
cussive, extremely busy music 
that communicates best via a 
single keyboard; when Ammons, 
Johnson and Lewis collaborate 
for the six-handed ‘Boogie 
Woogie Prayer” the result is 
more curious than substantial. 
The functional origins that turn- 
ed a lone piano into an entire big 
band, and a dance band at that, 
created a music simultaneously 
hyper-technical and primitive 
(Jimmy Yancy and Champion 
Jack Dupree are the best ex- 
amples on this record); the more 
polished work of Meade Lux 
Lewis (“Bear Cat Crawl”) and 
Pete Johnson (“Boogie Woogie’) 
added a sophisticated sense of 
swing and shading. Boogie 
woogie is almost exclusively a 
blues music, and six of the 
album’s tracks feature the young 
Joe Turner’s direct, ebullient 
Kansas City shouting. 

Eight to the bar has virtually 
disappeared, but Kansas City 
blues live on joyously, courtesy 
of The Bosses. Pablo is a new 
label from Normal Granz (of 


- Jazz at the Philharmonic and 


Verve Records), specializing in 
mainstream jazz; among several 
notable initial efforts (Joe Pass, 
Ella Fitzgerald, Duke Ellington 
with quartet) this is the prize. 
Basie, who turned 70 in 
September, is familiar with 
boogie woogie, but he had a 
band, the true kings of the swing 
era, so his style developed in the 
opposite direction — spare, sub- 
tle, with lots of silence. Always a 
master accompanist, he com- 
plements Turner’s vocals 
perfectly (compare Count’s 
piano to the busy guitar fills by 
Irving Ashby for a lesson in 
musical economy). 
band here, varying from four to 
nine pieces, contains some in- 
spired stars (Zoot Sims, Harry 
Edison, Lockjaw Davis, Ray 
Brown); except for Louis 
Bellson’s embarrassing shuffle 
drumming on “Roll ’em Pete” 
they never falter. 

Age hasn’t diminished 
Turner’s powers in the least. 
Most of the tunes are staples of 
his repertory (“Roll ’em” and 
“Cherry Red” are on the Colum- 
bia album), and Turner uses his 
age to lend added wisdom to his 
readings. These hoary blues 
comprise a treasury of black 
poetry. Sometimes the images 
are brutally stark: ‘““You met my 
mother, in her dyin’ hour/ You 
met my sister, and she didn’t br- 
ing no flowers.” More typically, 
they speak of love with an hones- 
ty and joy found in no other 
idiom: ‘Well you can take me, 
pretty mama, and chuck me in 
your big brass bed/ I want you to 
boogie my woogie, till my face 
turns cherry red.”

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Penile Fools?

WELL HUNG by Robert Lord.

The production at Trinity 
Square may be “Well Hung,” 
but the play itself is limp. New 
Zealander Robert Lord is a kind 
of sheepherder’s George Feydeau 
— who in fine French fashion 
keeps his uniformly horny 
characters on the trot, in and out 
of closets and sexual jams. Lord 
is, no doubt, of the opinion that 
there’s more to it than that, and 
that he has hidden underneath 
this darkly amusing game of 
musical beds profoundly ugly 
truths about public and private 
corruption and the power of the 
penis. 

When the dust has settled and 
the characters have gotten 
themselves re-zipped, there is no 
tidying of the jumble, no cheer- 
ful return to a status quo of com- 
placent connubial dullness. 
Irrevocable things have taken 
place. “Well Hung” is Feydeau 
with a perverse twist (for one 
thing, it’s set in the village police 
station rather than the Fleabag 
Hilton), but the play provides no 


insight, just a vague uneasiness. 
That it is supposed to be more 
than a sex-crazed whodunit is 
evident, but the sinister sex- 
ual/political connotations are 
hazy. 

Let me hasten to add, 
however, that “Well Hung”’ is 
one of the most stylishly written 
and performed plays about 
nothing I’ve seen. The Trinity 
Square production (the 
American premiere of ‘Well 
Hung’’) is first class, from the 
wacky but oddly believable 
characters who inhabit the town 
of Pukekawa, New Zealand, to 
the incredible detail of the drab 
brick police headquarters. 

The plot is ostensibly concern- 
ed with the sleepy effort of the 
tiny town’s lackadaisical two- 
man police force and the im- 
ported Detective Jasper Smart 
(as dapper as Sherlock Holmes, 
as good a gumshoe as Peter 
Sellers) to solve a rather obvious 
murder. There are numerous 
seamy subplots, and much of the 
comedy emanates from their 
confusion. They are cleverly, 
tragically interlocked in the end, 
I suppose, but the merger is ac- 
complished by speed more than 
logic. Like Stoppard’s ‘“The Real 
Inspector Hound,” it all makes

great sense unless you think 
about it. 

Lord’s characters are extreme- 
ly funny if peculiar, and the 
Trinity company is to be con- 
gratulated for imbuing them 
with some semblance of 
credibility. What must it be like 
for an actor to “feel” the part of a 
cartoon crimefighter who, when 
he isn’t making up colorful 
motives for random suspects, .in- 
dulges private perversions in- 
volving another man’s wife and 
two “‘violet crumble” candy 
bars? 

Lord’s intentions may be mud- 
died by silliness, but his writing 
is skillful. Grotesque images are 
conveyed with remarkable ease 
in concise, carefully chosen 
phrases. Adrian Hall directs this 
madness with surprising 
restraint — the production is 
zany but crisp, and the subtle 
fun poked at ace Detective 
Smart is perfect. On his first en- 
trance, for example, he absently 
passes the door to the station like 
one of the Three Stooges. Before 
he opens his mouth, we know 


he’s an ass. 


As Detective Smart, George 
Martin manages to be oddly 
menacing despite his lunacy. He 
is the idiot in charge and, as

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such, has a frightening kind of 
power. Robert Black plays with 
ease and intelligence the nice 
guy whose impotence forces him 
to be accommodating, and 
Richard Jenkins is superb as the 
low-man cop with “eight inches” 
and no authority.

Is it really possible to dislike a 
1959 musical comedy based on 
the life of Fiorello La Guardia 
before he became Mayor of New 
York, much less an airport? Who 
but a John Simon with hot 
flashes would stoop to taking 
apart a student-produced 
musical extravaganza complete 
with 14-piece orchestra, spright- 
ly score, spirited cast and more 
antique clothes than hang in 
Archibald Cox’s closet? A hell of 
a lot of student sweat goes into a 
production like the one now 
playing at Radcliffe. Not 
everybody in it is apt to be dis- 
covered sipping sodas at Bailey’s 
and catapulted to Broadway 
fame, but who cares? And what 
does it matter that “Fiorello!” 
has the kind of book that makes 
me suspect theatre-goers of the 
’50s were lobotomized at the box 
office? Perhaps the dialogue has 
to be inane — so that its sudden, 
inexplicable eruptions into song 
and dance will come as. joyful 
relief. 

Even without the big-budget 
razzle-dazzle of Broadway, the 
Radcliffe Grant-In-Aid Society’s 


“Fiorello!”” manages the lavish, 
land-of-plenty aura-that makes 
these hefty, two-dimensional 
entertainments fun. The plot 
follows La Guardia from his 
crusading lawyer beginnings 
through the glory of the war 
years, his crashing defeat at the 
gloved hand of “Gentleman 
Jim’’ Walker, and into a 
rebound. He is a dumpy, 
fanatical little hero, but the war 
against Tammany Hall is a no- 
ble one. And the way in which 
real history is treated by this 
most unreal of theatrical genres 
makes “Fiorello!” a most in- 
teresting musical. 

Though the trumpets blare too 
loudly for the small Agassiz 
Theatre, the Radcliffe produc- 
tion provides a rare opportunity 
for those who thrive on show 
music to enjoy an evening away 
from the record player. The basic 
set is more unwieldy than seems 
necessary to me, but the scenic 
handling of the intrusion of 
World War I is wonderful. After 
La Guardia and the boys have 
wafted off to war, leaving the 
ladies lonesome on the dance 
floor, a screen descends and a 
slide-show — a capsule version 
of La Guardia’s contribution to 
the cause, replete with silent 
movie captions — takes over. As 
the last slide flashes off and the 
lights come up, an airplane door 
is shoved open in the middle of 
the screen. It becomes a ramp 
and the war heroes disembark, 
just like the POWs’ arrival in the 
Philippines. 

The most memorable numbers 
— at least in this production — 
are those that take place in the 
back rooms of party politics, and 
the stand-out in the cast is Paul 
Hewitt as Ben Marino, who 
presides over the singing pols. 

The most offensive lyrics are 
mouthed by Colleen McMahon, 
who in her quest for a husband 
has to torch the following: 


And if he likes me 
Who cares how much he 
strikes me? 
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I'll fetch his slippers with my 
arm ina sling 
Just for the privilege of wear- 
ing his ring. 
I know it’s just a musical — and 
who takes them seriously? — but 
it seems a hell of a song to 
finance Radcliffe scholarships, 
which is where the proceeds are 
to go.

I love the way the world’s dir- 
tiest entertainments are deemed 
respectable, even highbrow, once 
they’ve acquired the sanction 
that comes with age. Methinks 
that limitless sexual appetite, 


couched in the elaborate 


language of the 17th century, is

the same blush-worthy smut. 
But ‘tis certainly true that, 
framed in bygone pomp and 
pageantry, it looks a heck of a 
lot classier than Swinging 
Cheerleaders. 

Yes, Wycherley’s Coun- 
try Wife’’ is a very dirty play — 
one in which the moralistic 
playwright makes the citizens of 
his time out to be a shabby and 
licentious lot. What spanned the 
chasm between the upper and 
the lower classes (besides sex) 
was their common, indispen- 
sable hypocrisy. Doeth what 
basest instinct doth instruct, but 
getteth not thyself caught — lest 
all the other “doers” snubbeth 
you in the swill-swimming 
streets. 

“The Country Wife,” which 
ushers in the 11th season for the 
Peoples Theatre and marks a 
departure from their commit- 
ment to 20th century plays,is an 
apt choice. The people haven’t 
changed much — certainly not 
as regards the anatomical pur- 


suits which preoccupied Mr. 
Wycherley. And once a modern 
audience adjusts to the flowery 
manner in which “How about 
it?” and “only if you promise not 
to tell.” are dressed up, it is 
liable to find restoration comedy 
less forbidding and more fun 
than drama set closer to home. 
Since the play’s structure is 
almost symmetrical — in that 
once the premises are establish- 
ed, a cretin can predict the out- 
comes — “The Country Wife” 
seems overlong, a little tiring as 
the wheels of ribaldry grind on. 
The Peoples Theatre is a com- 
munity, not a_ professional, 
theatre. And as might be ex- 
pected, the caliber of the group 
vacillates enormously. The ac- 
tors assigned the pivotal roles do, 
in most cases, a rousing good job. 
What is intriguing is that the 
moonlighting actors — and the 
less visible members of the 
retinue — hold down a variety of 
surprising nine-to-fives. Murray

SYLVIA RAPPAPORT, Times 
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Biggs — whose Pinchwife, the 
perfect tyrannical ass, would put 
many local ‘‘professionals’’ to 
shame — teaches Chinese 
history at MIT. Sarah Hind — 
the ‘country wife’’ who proves so 
apt an apprentice in the 
lascivious practices of town life 
while maintaining a naivete so 
ingenuous that one half-suspects 
her of virginity — is a physical 
therapist. 

Mr. and Ms. Pinchwife are 
only two of the circus of well- 
bred wits and wenches with 
breeding always on their collec- 
tive mind who people ‘The 
Country Wife.’’ There is a Mr. 
Horner who seeks to quash his 
Bob Guccione reputation with a 
false rumor that he has — poof! 
— become a eunuch. By es- 
tablishing himself as a disabled 
veteran in the war between the 
sexes, he hopes to gain access to 
all of the fashionable ladies 
ardently guarded by their 
husbands from any healthy male 
older than a Cub Scout. The 
serial success of the trick is 
awesome. 

The only husband who hasn’t 
heard the rumor is the irrational- 
ly jealous ‘“‘Bud”’ Pinchwife who, 
in his fanatical zeal to protect his 
wife from extramarital intrusion 
and himself from a cuckold’s ig- 
nominy, unwittingly drives her 
into the busy arms of Mr. 
Horner. All of the men in “The 
Country Wife” are either single 
cads or married bores. Most of 
the women are a cross between 
Lucretia Borgia and Fanny Hill. 
The two-faced customs of the 
day are smacked around pretty 
devastatingly by Mr. Wycherley, 
but in the kind of “punch in the 
ribs”’ fashion designed to spare 
the playwright a ride out of town 
on a rail. 

Though the production has 
stops and starts, “The Country 
Wife” is the best thing I have 
seen at the Peoples Theatre. 
Stephen W. Smith as Harcourt, 
Marsha Thomas Thompson as 
Alithea, Mari Yopchick as her 
maid, and A. Ray Payne as the 
quack doctor do good work. And 
Helen Hester is charming, even 
when she screws up the epilogue 
and interjects an indecorous ‘“‘oh 
shit’’ into the _ period 
proceedings. 

“The Country Wife,” as you 
may have gathered, is not the 
kind of shinola you’re apt to see 
at the Shubert. The edges are 


still there. 
Still, the Peoples Theatre has 


a great deal going for it. Joe 
Connaire has directed a 
spirited and enjoyable produc- 
tion. What’s more, the Peoples 
Theatre, working with a $900 
grant from the Mass. Arts Coun- 
cil (the smallest amount doled 
out) and whatever else they’ve 
been able to beg from various 
foundations, has managed to do 
for themselves while others in 
the arts just sit around and 
bellyache. 

Connaire, a_ professional 
carpenter, and set deisgner 
Keith Brown have transformed a 
grubby Inman Square storefront, 
once a television repair shop 
with pea-green walls, into an at- 
tractive, clean, workable theatre 
space. The process took two 
years and was completed for the 
opening last spring of their “No 
Place To Be Somebody.” And 
the care and craftsmanship ap- 
parent in the renovation says, I 
think, a great deal about the 
spirit behind the Peoples 
Theatre. The polished stage floor 
looks better than the ones in 
most living rooms. 

One of the reasons for the 
founding of the Peoples Theatre 
was the hope to engage people of 
different races between whom no 
mutual admiration society ex- 
isted in a common project. Their 
productions are cast without 
consideration of color. This 
seems particularly significant in 
the case of ‘““The Country Wife,” 
whose underlying implications 
are that biological ties between 
father and child are purely 
speculative. A brother and sister 
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or grandmother and grfand- 
strike me as a terrific themati 
matic

a Count Dracula, in one form or 
ae another, has been scaring the 

a wits out of people for a long time. 
When shock tactics have failed 
him (because of overexposure), 
he has turned to musical com- 
edy, slapstick and the hawking 
of breakfast cereals. Most adap- 
tations of Stoker’s Dracula have 
been cinematic, and intelligent 
producers, particularly 
England’s Hammer Studios, 
have succeeded in transferring 
much of the book’s terror intact 
to the screen. But Hammer 
would never have ventured into 
the field had it not been for the 
success of Universal’s 1931 
“classic” Dracula (starring Bela 
Lugosi), which was based on the 
1930 Broadway hit of the same 
name. This early American 
Dracula (film and play) is a 
tedious, sedentary vehicle, its 
terror hopelessly flummoxed by 
inertia. 

Novelist Stoker conjured up 
an aura of brooding, primordial 
evil by cooly manipulating a 
series of diary and letter ex- 
cerpts. Stoker drew loosely on 
traditional central European 
vampire legends and, in par- 
ticular, on the story of Vlad the 
Impaler. But the success of the 
novel has much less to do with 
history than with what H.P. 
Lovecraft described as “‘a certain 
atmosphere of breathless and 
unexplainable dread of outer, 
unknown forces.” 

In choosing to redo “Dracula,” 
Theatre 369 has some pretty 
tough acts to follow. How 
“dreadful and unknown” can a 
property remain when it has 
been portrayed countless times 
in film and on television? The 
young company has tried to br- 
ing a degree of literacy to its 
stage production by following 
very closely the spirit of the 
Stoker novel; the result is less 
melodramatic than the 1930 play 
and subsequent film. If Stoker’s 
prose is good enough in print to 
raise goosebumps, it should 
serve as well in the theater, and 
the adaptation, by Robert 
Deveau and James Butterfield, 
is a masterpiece of economy. It is 
stagebound to one or two draw- 
ing rooms, but vampires hide 
naturally in such places. 

Unfortunately, the play con- 
tains no surprises. This is the 
fault of the production rather 
than the writing. “Dracula’’ is 
still histrionic, yet at the same 
time perfunctory. It is not scary. 
The characterizations cling too 
closely to their source, and the 
acting is subdued and somewhat 
awkward in self- 
consciousness. 

Deveau, responsible for the 
sensitive adaptation, is not a 
very frightening Dracula. The 
Count should have a voice that 
can cut ice, but Deveau is 
hampered by a pleasant conver- 
sational tone that belies his aw- 
ful nature. He seems like a very 
nice Roumanian gentleman, cer- 
tainly not the dark-of-night 
creature intended by Stoker. 
Lugosi, no great actor, succeeded 
by dint of his sheer strangeness 
— his thick accent and distant 
manner made anything seem 
possible. Max Schreck, the most 
horrible vampire of all, didn’t 
even speak — he just looked like 
a living skeleton. Deveau has 
nothing going for him except a 
startling resemblance to the 
original Vlad Tepes. 

Deveau’s performance sets the 
tone for most of the others. The 
sole exception is the lunatic Ren-

I read books on psychoanalytic 
theory as others consume science 
fiction or Gothic novels. On 
reflection, the two pursuits are 
not radically different; the un- 
conscious is certainly stranger 
than the fictions of reality and 
conceals horrors not unlike what 
awaits one in haunted Victorian 
mansions. Some of the best 
reading is accounts given by ex- 
analysands of their treatment. 
Like detective stories, the plots 
involve siftings of evidence, 
relentless sortings of clues until 
the psychic culprits are smoked 
out of their hiding places and 
tried before the jury of the psy- 
choanalytic relationship. 

A year ago, in a 4th Avenue 
second-hand bookstore in New 
York, I happened to pick up a 
volume entitled, unendearingly, 
The Story of My Psychoanalysis. 
Well, it turned out to be great 
reading, and had a happy ending 
besides. This book was one of the 
first patient’s-eye-views of psy- 
choanalysis, a genre that has 
grown considerably now and has 
expanded to include in- 
numerable tomes on how so-and- 
so quit his Madison Avenue job 
for Esalen and the astral plane, 
or how what’s-his-name cured 
his ejaculation praecox at a sex 
clinic and now tastes the nectar 
in the back of his throat daily. 

The peak experience for the 
psychoanalytic memoir buff is, 
of course, to get his hands on 
anything written by one of 
freud’s analysands. In last 
year’s autobiographical Confron- 
tations With Myself, Helene 
Deutsch included a reminiscence 
of her short analysis with Freud 
in 1918. The few pages she 
devotes to it contain sentences 
like the following: “From the 
beginning, the Oedipus complex 
and the feminine castration 
complex typically predominated 
over the material of my 
analysis.’’ This kind of reportage 
may be boring to some, but it is 
poetry to me. Glimpses of the 
great one described by those who 
were actually couched in his 
study in 19 Berggasse are the ul- 
timate treat for Freudophiles. 

Now David R. Godine here in 
Boston has come out with H.D.’s 


Tribute to Freud. Hilda Doolit- 
tle, the American Imagist poet, 
spent several months in analysis 
with Freud in 1933-34. She wrote 
two accounts of the experience: a 
diary during her analysis and 
published here for thé first time; 
and “Writing on the Wall,” com- 
posed later without the benefit of 
these notes and also included in 
the volume. 

When she arrived in Vienna in 
March of 1933, H.D. was almost 
47, Freud 77. H.D. had suffered a 
number of serious losses during 
the First World War and wished 
to explore these in addition to 
some visions she had experienc- 
ed, notably some “writing on the 
wall” in Corfu in 1920, which 
Freud called her ‘‘most 
dangerous symptom’’ and 
analyzed as a desire to reunite 
with her mother. Both sections of 
the book are written in a highly 
associative manner that reflects 
the concern of analysis itself for 
both the past and the present 
and the ways in which each must 
be continually translated into the 
other. H.D. tends to dwell too 
much, for my taste, on the vague 
contours of her own past when I 
am waiting--impatiently for 
descriptions of the analytic 
sessions themselves, crumbs of 
Freudiana. They are forthcom- 
ing, and the things H.D. has 
chosen to remember about him 
take on the character of 
paradigmatic anecdotes; after 
all, Freud himself was par- 
simonious with autobiographical 
material. It is peculiar, I might 
add here, that for all H.D. tells 
us about her life, one has no 
sense whatsoever of what she was 
like at the time of her analysis, 
nor of her symptoms and dif- 
ficulties as she recalls it in 
“Writing on the Wall.” 

Her depiction of Freud is 
another story, however. We hear 
some of Freud’s favorite 
metaphors for analytic dis- 
coveries: he says ‘“‘We have 
struck oil” or “We have tunnell- 
ed very deeply today.” We listen 
in on Freud’s struggle, which had 
not abated even in the ’30s, 
against his cretinous opposition: 

One day he said, ‘‘T struck oil. 

It was I who struck oil. But 

the contents of the oil wells 

have only just been sampled. 

There is oil enough, material 

enough for research and ex- 


ploitation, to last fifty years, 

to last one hundred years — 

or longer.” He said, “My dis- 

coveries are not primarily 

heal-all. My discoveries are a 

basis for a very grave 

philosophy. There are very 
few who understand this.” 

One day he said to me, “You 

discovered for yourself what I 
discovered for the race.” 

If what you hear in these 
quotes is the distinct rattle of 
vanity, you are right. But Freud 
was equally capable of disarming 
modesty with his patients. Freud 
did not use with analysands the 
technical terms he had invented 
and which have since become 
commonplaces of lay speech. It 
was H.D. who used one of the 
technical words in an effort to 
explain “a matter in which my 
mind tugged two ways. I said, ‘I 
suppose you would say it was a 
matter of ambivalence.’ And as 
he did not answer me, I said, ‘Or 
do you say am-bi-valence?’ 

The Professor’s arm shot 
forward as it did on those oc- 
casions when he wished to 
stress a finding or focus my 
attention to some point in 
hand; he said, in his curiously 
casual, ironical manner, ‘Do 
you know, I myself have 
always wondered. I often wish 
that I could find someone to 
explain these matters to me.’ 

H.D.’s attitude toward Freud 
is reverential though not un- 
questioning. At her first con- 
sultation, Freud warned her not 
to pet his chow, Yofi, saying “‘she 
is very difficult with strangers.” 
But H.D., obeying an inner com- 
mand, reached out to the dog, 
who immediately nuzzled 
against H.D.’s shoulder. H.D. 
surmises: 

So again I can say the 
Professor was not always 
right. That is, yes, he was 
always right in his judgments, 
but my form of rightness, my 
intuition, sometimes func- 
tioned by the split-second the 
quicker. I was swifter in some 
intuitive instances, and 
sometimes a small tendril of a 
root from that common Tree 
of Knowledge went deeper 
into the sub-soil. 

When H.D. attempts to 
generalize about Freud’s thought 
or career, she sounds too much 
like the pious voice-over on a 


documentary. The strength of 
this book is, rather, the detailed 
renderings of actual moments in 
his study. Freud himself comes 
alive: hero, narcissist, mis- 
ogynist, primitive art collector, 
intellectual deep-sea diver, stoic 
as cancer eats away his jaw. This 
book reveals cracks in the psy- 
choanalytic mask that are alar- 
ming, that even Ernest Jones 
could not record with such first- 
hand passions. One day H.D. 
said something, she does not 
recall what, and Freud beat his 
hand on the horsehair sofa, the 
prototype for all psychiatrists’ 
couches that have followed. H.D. 
could not understand what 
brought on this little outburst. 
“The trouble is,” Freud said to 
her, “I am an old man — and you 
do not think it worth your while 
to love me.”

THE MEEKNESS OF ISAAC 
by William O’Rourke, Crowell, 
160 pp., $5.95. 

Well, the story itself is not 
much to write home about. Brian 
Kilpatrick and Jake Grass grew 
up together in the Midwest. 
When this small novel opens, 
Jake has been out of the army 
four weeks and sells hardware for 
his father, with whom he has 
come to New York for a conven- 
tion. Brian, who is awaiting his 
draft physical, lives in a fur- 
nished room on West End 
Avenue. Jake carries the heavy 
baggage of his Vietnam night- 
mare, Brian the weight of his 
loneliness, his anticipation. In 
the end, Jake is married and 
Brian has failed his physical. 

What happens in The 
Meekness of Isaac is William 
O’Rourke’s imagistic acrobatics. 
The writing is laden with 
metaphor; the plot sits lightly on 
the back of excellent prose. Oc- 
currence is an afterthought, ac- 
tion the author’s concession to 
convention. One wishes 
O’Rourke had forged more of a 
story to substantiate his verbal 
talent; still, I am a sucker for 
prose that successfully ap- 
propriates the virtues of poetry 
and this O’Rourke, author of the 
highly touted The Harrisburg 7 
and The New Catholic Left, has 
achieved. Word wizardry, coupl- 
ed with manic flash-forwards 
and -backwards, produces a 


network of sheer imagery that 
stands for nothing so much as 
O’Rourke’s. delight in his own 
skills. This should not be 
begrudged a good writer unless 
he overdoes it, and O’Rourke’s 
160 pages ended before I grew too 
tired of his stylish solipsism. 

Sometimes the acuity of in- 
sight and precision of im- 
pressions are so great that the 
novel’s characters dwindle, 
becoming just so many more im- 
ages. Behind the opaque sheen of 
description, Audrey, one of 
Brian’s girlfriends, loses status 
as a person; as the two make 
love, we hear neither her 
pleasure nor Brian’s, but the 
pleasure of O’Rourke himself 
fidgeting at the dials of authorial 
device: 

In the darkness Audrey has 
changed substance and now is 
all veins, wet chambers of 
chemical exchange, spongy, 
recuperative tissue. Women 
trail their hands in water 
when boating for it is such a 
similar element; they 
recognize its division and re- 
joining. Her locks give way. 
Entering her, each inck an 
epoch of desire. 

“There, doesn’t that feel 
good?”’ she says. 

Pedasteled by infrequency, 
after so many nights of long- 
ing, it seems worth it to 
Brian, for once in her, in her 
arms, where else could he 
have been? 

..Brian slips out of her 
with the smoothness of a lock 
falling open when you reach 
the last number of a combina- 
tion. Audrey sighs excremen- 
tally. 

This seems to be derivative of 
so many good, daring styles, yet 
with so much room for 
O’Rourke’s originality, that it is 
no longer derivative at all: it is 
simply a careful eye, a careful 
ear, a love affair with the rise 
and fall of syllables, the inter- 
course of meanings. Though the 
style is lathered on thickly at 
times, O’Rourke has what seems 
to me a near perfect, in Eliot’s 
phrase, auditory imagination. 
Fittingly, the book ends with 
another peculiar, unimaginable, 
yet perfect simile, this one put in 
Jake’s mouth: “You know what a 
dead skunk smells like? It smells 
like a box of new balloons.” 
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The Urban Visions of Flora Natapoff

Poetry that expresses for us 
our latent, inchoate responses to 
the world grips us strongly. The 
collages of Flora Natapoff are 
such poetry. (Her show at 
Brandeis’s Rose Art Museum 
closes Nov. 17.) Natapoff’s sub- 


_ ject matter is our enormous im- 


personal constructions, our 
riveted-steel landscapes, our new 
urban ruins. Using torn pieces of 
paper like brush-strokes or as 
pictorial units, and layering 
them with paint and pastels in 
an active interpenetration of sur- 
faces, she creates big pictures of 
huge structures, huge spaces. 
She evokes what we really feel in 
our relationship to our 
climateless environment of 
elevated train tracks, highways, 
bridges, enormous girder-and- 
glass buildings. 

For people around Boston the 
poetic shock will be even more 
reverberant because we know, or 
think we know, these specific 
structures. This “South Station 
Bridge,” a great abandoned craft 
with iron sails, aground forever 
against a dead sky, is the very 
thing we encounter at the end of 
the Mass. Pike extension, not in 


its literal dimensions and colors 
but as that large indecipherable 
steel process that looms there. 
Some of the several paintings of 
“Disintergrating Factories” sur- 
ely must be of the old P.F. Flier 
factory in Watertown, observed 
while its dead buildings still lay 
around with their glass mostly 
gone but their exterior shells in- 
tact. The drawings of a different 
“Disintegrating Factory” gave 
me the same shock I felt in real 
life when I came upon (as I 
believe I did) that very building 
being destroyed at the end of one 
of those industrial mazes off 
route 2 in Cambridge. Even the 
scenes that can’t be specifically 
identified have a generic 
familiarity, especially those seen 
from the air. 

Natapoff’s spaces are all un- 
inhabited. Although there may 
be somewhere a stairway or a 
piece of subway train, these only 
make patterns and give scale. 
Her spaces are complex, airless, 
barren, shot through with light 
patterns and grilled with in- 
terruptions of steel, impersonal, 
too large to be lonely because too 
large for people (who made 
them). In many of the interiors 


the space has been canted to the 
right, stretched vertically at the 
left edge of the picture and com- 
pressed on the right, producing a 
sense of reverse vertigo (dizzy 
when you look too far in or up — 
I know someone who used to get 
dizzy thinking about Mozart) te 
reinforce the sense of vastness 
and depth. 

The stress of diagonals, a com- 
positional essential in all the 
later paintings, begins abruptly 
in one of the five 1971 paintings 
after Bruegel, most of which 
depict a space as palpable and 
intricate as Edam cheese. But 
suddenly, in ‘““Tower of Babel,” 
the first example of un- 
mistakable Natapoff architec- 
ture, an ascending warren of un- 
occupied habitations whose out- 
er walls have been removed, the 
center of the space tips slightly 
to the right and begins to go 
askew. The spatial manipulation 
is most vivdly apparent in three 
adjacent pictures that have three 
different subjects — “‘Construc- 
tion Site,” ‘‘Overpass’” and 
“Factory Interior’ — but the 
same composition.

The Society of Arts and Crafts 
at 69 Newbury Street had a show 
(until November 16) entitled 
Crafts for Children that let the 
kids into the hard stuff: each 
object comes straight out of the 
hands of the artisan and has the 
unique immediacy of the 
homemade, the substance and 
finish of the well-made. A good 
collection of hardwood wheel- 
toys contains standard items like 
trucks and bulldozers and also 
grander pieces like the sedate 
river boat by Ron Voake. Stanley 
Moskowitz produced a_ herd 
of fantastic stripedy creatures of 
laminated wood, all of them with 
wheels and very smooth to the 
hand, some of them conjoined as 
an improbable train. 


There were a few appealing 
stuffed toys in batik by Cheryl 
Sorli, who also produced 
bright casual wallhangings. Nice 
graphics for children: some in- 
teresting creaturely inventions in 
the etchings and prints of Carol 
Lummus and Polly French, and 
some rich visual and imaginative 
pleasures in the flora and fauna 
of Nancy Nemec’s intaglios and 
reliefs. 


Of more immediate and com- 
mon pleasure for kids were the 
play pieces by Joy Wulke, who 
makes colorful fabric-covered 
polyurethane into constructions 
that can be moved around, 
gotten into or onto, assembled 


and undone. A funny shaggy-dog 
chair woven by Tina Rich will 
take the boredom out of sitting 
for some small person, especially 
since it has so many twists and 
fringes to fidget with. 

There was miniature pottery 
by Marji Paulson — a tea set, 
vases, weed pots, mixing bowls 
— that is really fine ceramics 
writ small, and also a splendid 
pottery sculpture by her of an 
energetic Something that looks 
to be part bird, part squid. Mar- 
jorie McGregor offered ceramic 
beds (some of them occupied in 
astonishing ways) in dollhouse 
scale as well as a selection of tiny 
plates of ceramic food that, if 
you don’t know any children, are 
the perfect gift for that 
minature-collector who has 
everything but a Claes Olden- 
burg. 

Among all this juvenalia hung 
six serene quilts designed by 
Sabra Johnson Field and ex- 
ecuted in traditional techniques 
by Vermont home craftswomen. 
Field is a printmaker who has 
been designing quilts in response 
to a grant in 1971 from the Ver- 
mont Council of Arts. Her 
drawings for them, some of 
which are on view in the gallery, 
have a fresh vitality lacking in 
the quilts themselves. The quilts 
are large, their design elements 
are mostly large, their fabrics are 
mostly solid colors of uniform 
weaves, the quilting stitches are 


at a minimum, which qualities 
all combine into a very static 
effect. An exception to this large- 
element style is a rotund, apple- 
filled tree (hanging adjacent was 
a design for the same tree with a 
serpent in it, but the present 
quilt, alas, has none) that, 
although made of many small 
pieces, still does not create much 
visual excitement. These quilts, 
though very handsome, are also 
very placid; indeed, why ought a 
quilt to be anything else? 
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climateless environ- 
ment.... 


relationship — for this we have 
to thank Carl Belz, the 
Museum’s Director, who has 
placed all of the paintings on the 
show with a sharp sense of how 
they work together — is the 
drawing and the painting of 
“Trains,” both of which can be 
observed from one vantage 
point. Their similarities are ob- 
vious; it is their differences that 
really tell us something. Colors, 
hot colors in this case, combine 
with the black paper to stretch 
the space from front to back, ad- 
ding depth. Shapes are altered 
only somewhat, slight curves 
bent straight, then members 
thickened a bit, a blank passage 
in the drawing just compressed 
out of the painting — and the 
collage trains suddenly leap 
forward with so much more 
“reality” than those in the good 
representational grisaille. 
Natapoff’s pictures are

dramatic, exciting to look at, 
high visual and imaginative 
pleasure. Paper is the principal 
color medium, giving uniform in- 
tensity to each unshaded color 
area and changing only when 
altered by paint or pastels. 
Visually chaotic close-to (how 
does she do it?), at a distance 
these macro-flakes coalesce into 
sharply delineated forms of 
monumental size and substance. 
Even with Cezannes one does 
finally stop caring about all 
those broken planes of color and 
simply experiences the pictures. 
And fascinating as their techni- 
que is, these Natapoffs do finally 
allow you to stop peering into 
them trying to figure out what is 
paper and what paint. The 
medium and the technique 
primarily do just what they are 
meant to do, which is to make 
the pictures and make them 
work. Black rag paper serves 
throughout as the drawing, solid 
or shadow — a black so black, so 
opaque, never harsh. A cream- 
colored rag paper serving 
similarly for light completely 
lacks radiance but effects great 
clarity, depth and warmth. 
Although the paper and paints 
and pastels are interlayered into 
a richly complicated surface, 
that surface is strictly in the ser- 
vice of the picture. 

This year’s paintings of trains, 
views from the air and more fac- 
tory interiors have the richest 
colors and the most complicated 
designs (two hours later I still 
had not figured out a piece en- 
titled “‘Locomotive’’). They also 
seem to be stretching out into 
the two-dimensional and 
abstract, but that may be the 
only way for Natapoff to go after 
the extraordinary spatial and 
compositional whorl of her 1973 
‘‘Roundhouse.”’ Wherever she is 
going, her way is her own and 
very exciting. 
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Get Thee to a Nunnery, Nixon

THE ABBESS OF CREWE by 
Muriel Spark, Viking, 116pp., 
$6.95. 

Tricky Dick as Mother 
Superior? Muriel Spark risibly 
translates the Watergate 
skulduggeries to an English con- 
vent wherein the haughty Alex- 
andra, to secure her election to 
the post of Abbess, engineers a 
“third-rate burglary” of her rival 
Felicity’s sewing box. Abetting 
Alexandra are Sisters Mildred 
and Walburga (‘“‘two of the finest 
nuns I have ever had the 
privilege to know’’) and the dim- 
witted Winifrede, upon whom 
Alexandra tries to foist all the 
blame. Peripatetic Gertrude 
(guess who!), an indefatigable 
missionary, is unseen but fre- 
quently heard as Alexandra con- 
sults her via the green line. 

Spark’s conceit would seem 
ludicrous, but the religious set- 
ting allows her to capture 
precisely what was most offen- 
sive about the Imperial 
Presidency — not its turpitude 
so much as its pretense to piety. 
And the abbey’s contradictory 
amalgam of archaic observances 
(Alexandra has reinstated all of 
the Church’s medieval rituals) 
and newfangled technology 
(even the poplars on the grounds 
outside are bugged) ap- 
proximates Nixon’s motley of 
discredited anachronisms and 
sleazy modernity. 

At times, Spark’s humor is 
silly: 

“I’m not a philosopher,” 
says Gertrude’s voice 
philosophically. 

“Dear Gertrude, are you 
well?” 


“Yes,”’ says Gertrude. 
“You sound like bronchitis,” 
says the Abbess. 


“Well, I’m not bronchitis.” 
At others, it’s dryly witty. 
Scenarios, explains Alexandra, 
“are an art-form ... based on 
facts. A good scenario is a gam- 
ble. A bad one is a bungle. They 
need not bé plausible, only hyp- 
notic, like all good art.” In 
neither case does The Abbess of 
Crewe ever coarsen into the 
heavier, unfunny satire that Nix- 
on usually invites (cf. Philip 
Roth’s Our Gang). Spark’s touch 
remains light, in the spirit of 
“The Rape of the Lock” (this 
novella pivots, after ali, on the 
theft of a thimble) rather than 
that of Dunciad.” 


Alexandra herself quotes Pope 
as well as a wealth of other 
English poets. Because she fears 
Papal disapproval of her 
fondness for secular literature, 


. the transcripts of the tapes she 
hands over to the Holy See are 


pocked by lacunae marked 
“Poetry deleted.” Alexandra’s 
urbane allusions underscore all 
the more Nixon’s vulgarity, and 
they suggest a further point as 
well: her machinations and men- 
dacities make Alexandra an ar- 
tist, fabricating her own image 
and that of her convent. These 
images, like all artists’ creations, 
are false, but we admire their 
style and sophistication. Alexan- 
dra, aristocratic and elegantly 
aphoristic, is finally a cap- 
tivating character. Viewed 
aesthetically, Nixon’s greatest 
sin was not that he committed 
crimes, but that he perpetrated 
bad art. The guy had no class. 


INSTANT LIVES by. Howard 
Moss, Drawings by Edward 
Gorey, E.P. Dutton, 84pp., 
$5.95. 

Instant Lives is Howard 
Moss’s answer to those one- 
volume compendia of the lives of 
all the artists in the Western 
tradition that book clubs 
sometimes offer to lure new sub- 
scribers. Such biographical 
anthologies usually promote the 
popular myths about the lives of 
artists rather than correct them. 
Moss takes for granted the ab- 
surdity of trying to render 
biographical truths in a few 
paragraphs or even a few pages. 

His remarks on various artists 
from Bach to Gertrude Stein are 
consistently clever, sometimes 
hilarious. Each artist is treated 
in about a page and a half. Many 
of the sketches are parodies of 
the artists’ style (when the artist 
is a writer). For instance, Moss 
recounts in Jamesian fretwork 
Henry James’s response to being 
asked to write a biography of 
Leon Edel. James’s manner 
naturally lends itself to a kind of 
parody that postpones the 
punchline until the very end. 
The parody of Joyce’s Finnegans 
Wake style is not as effective 
though it’s appropriately cir- 
cular in structure. Joyce’s later 
prose is too close to nonsense 
already. 

A good number of Moss’s 
pieces are based on old saws 
about the lives of‘artists. For in- 
stance, as a child his El Greco 
visits Dr. Visione, the eye- 
doctor, to learn that his lenses 
are unnaturally elongated. It is, 
of course, common prattle that 
El Greco’s distortions of the 


human figure are attributable to 
an ophthalmic defect. Moss can- 
not let such an absurdity pass. In 
his version, El Greco falls in love 
with a dwarf flamenco dancer, 
whom he naturally sees as a 
woman of normal stature. (The 
mere mention of a dwarf also im- 
plies a confusion between 
Velasquez and El Greco. Moss 
anticipates wonderfully the 
vagueness of the facts in the 
generally-educated memory.) 

At some points the reader is as 
much the target of Moss’s wit as 
the artist. He has Ibsen, for ex- 
ample, worrying over the choice 
of his next theme for a play so as 
at once to mock Ibsen’s porten- 
tousness and the commonplace 
notion of the dramatist’s works: 

He had used them all up, the 
themes. He had done 
women’s rights, and syphilis, 
and waterworks, and power 
.. . He thought of topics, but 
they slipped from his mind 
almost as soon as they for- 
mulated themselves. Bear- 
baiting? No, no, that was in 
another country, and besides, 
the bear... Alcoholism? He 
reached for the beer that, it 
seemed, had become his one 
solace. It was 5:00 A.M. and 
he’d already gone through 
eight cases! The misuse of 
lumber? The smuggling in of 
wigs? If only he could think of 
something that would capture 
the imagination of the young! 
They were the ones who went 
to the theater these days. 
Vanity presses? 

He sat up with a start. The 
suffering of audiences! That 
was it! And he began “Peer 
Gynt” at once. 

Howard Moss is poetry editor 
of the New Yorker and a dis- 
tinguished poet himself, so 
perhaps it shouldn’t be sur- 
prising that he is able to parody 
the styles of writers as diverse as 


Henry James, Ford Madox Ford 
and James Joyce. Still, Moss’s 
versatility is one of the delights 
of the book. He is often able to 
satirize at the same time an ar- 
tist’s manner, his idea of 
himself, and our idea of him. 
The most openly funny pieces 
are some of the most memorable. 
I cannot resist. quoting from the 
portrait of Gauguin’s wife on the 
day the artist abandons her and 
France for Tahiti. ‘‘She 
wondered if she measured up, if 
Paul really loved her. Really, 
really. Quick tears came to 
Sheila’s eyes, tiny as they were. 
‘Oh, I’m being a sentimenta 
fool,’ she mused. ‘I’m always this 
way before I have my Pernod.’ ” 
She discovers Gauguin’s note: 
Sheel: Hate to have to tell 
you this but Vince and I have 
left for Tahiti irredeemably. 
Marriage and the whole 
middle-class shtick is not for 
me. Take care of Bunny, Lap- 
sie, Gorgon, and Iseult. I left 
ten francs for you on one of 
the tables at La Flore.

question of cliche, it’s whether 
the attitude of the playing is 
soulful. There’s no other word to 
describe it. It’s possible for a 
player to play modern and to 
also move you. 

“Also, I didn’t really go on the 
road that time to play. The thing 
was really misrepresented. I just 
wanted to get Howard out play- 
ing, and his band had a nice 
thing going on which really 
didn’t have much to do with me. 
I was just there fucking around.” 

What is he doing on this latest 
tour to prevent such false expec- 
tations? 

“I don’t even try to prevent it. 
This time I’m prepared to accept 
that role, if that’s what it is. It 
could be a limitation if I wanted 
to accept it that way, but I just 
try to live out my life as a normal 
musician in spite of all that 
stuff. And I’m pretty lucky, 
because I have a lot of friends 
who are players. The fact of be- 
ing a celebrity is sometimes 
groovy and sometimes it’s a 
bummer, but it hasn’t gotten in 
the way so far, and I’m just not 
into it. I don’t want to be that 
way. I just want to play.” 

-For those who wonder what 
the future holds in the way of 
Grateful Dead recordings, let me 
mention just a few of the up- 
coming projects. Garcia himself 
is scheduled to go into the studio 
for a solo album in January 
(when apprised of this by 
manager Ron Rakow, Garcia 
emitted a disbelieving moan).
